Spiri- 
tual as Temporal, the General Affembly of the Clergy, 

which was then fitting, could not be brought by an Ar- 

guments the Minifters could ufe, to confenttoit: Which 

Refufal the Archbifhop Duke de Langres, who was at 

the Head of that Affembly, in a Speech he made to the 

King, excus’d inthe following Words > 


HIS is the firft Time that, the Clergy of your 

Kingdom has had the Mortification to feparate with- 
out having concurr’d with the Defires of their Sovereign : 
Neverthelefe we dare hope, that you will find Proofs 
of our Fidelity in our Proceedings. The Gifts of the 
Clergy of France have furnifh’d Abundance of Supplies 
in all the Neceflities of State: Being always. animated 
with the fame Spirit, we ar¢ready to make new Efforts: 
we only aim to reconcile our Duty to the State, with our 
Obligations and Duties to Religion, and to give illu(tri- 
ous Marks of our Zeal for your Majefty’s Service, with- 
out Mt fitrting the: —_———— ri our Church, a 
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The Court was not fatisfy’d with this Excufe, and on 
the 27th of Oitoder latt, the General Affembly of the 
Clergy receiv’d a Letter from the King, commanding 
them to conclude their Seffions that Day, and forbid- 
ding them to hold any other for deliberating upon any 
Church Affair, whether relating to the Bull Unigenitus, 
-or to any other Subject of Controverfy, on Pain of in- 
curring his Majetty’s Difpleafure in Cafe of Difobedi- 
ence. And by the fame Letter, the Prelates who com- 
pofe that Affembly, were order’d to retire forthwith to 
their refpective Diocefes, The faid Affembly was de- 
itreus to continue their Seffions, under Pretence of cen. 
{uring fome Propofitions, and of fettling certain Points 
of Doctrine ; and it was apprehended fuch Aé&ts of theirs 
would in the Confequences have inflam’d the Divifions, 
and created new Difputes to the Diflurbance of the 
publick Quiet; wherefore the Kihg thought fit by his 
Letter to order them to feparate. 

The Affembly obey’d the King’s Orders and feparated; 
but fome Members who had previous Notice of thefe Or- 
ders, propos'd to write a Letter to his Majefty, which was 
fign’d by the Affembly, fome few excepted, and fent to 
the King. That Letter was very ill receiv’d at Court, 
and on this Occafion we fhall give an Abftra&t of a 

Letter written from Paris in thefe Words: 





HO* the Duke of Bourdonexprefly prohibited the 
Affembly of the Clergy from fuffering their Letter 
to the King to go abroad; yet fo little Regard was. paid 
to his Serene Highnefs, That Copiesof it were frequent- 
Jy handed about, in which we may obferve that Eccle- 
frattical Spirit which always cloaks its Interetts with @ 
Concern for God and Religion. Thefe Gentlemen talk’d 
very big, to thew their Refentment for the Silence which 
was impos’d on them in the Affair of the Conftitution. 
They fay “tis none of their Fault if Herefy prevail, or 
the Faith be in imminent Danger 5 that they were ré- 
folved to fhut up the Sheepfold of Jefus. Chrift, to keep 
out the Wolves which would worry the Flock, and that 
therefore they would grant no Benefice but to fuch as in 
their Examinations gave pofitive Affarances of their Sub» 
miffion to the Bull Unigenitus.. And thefe Words with 
which they conclude, aré a plainer Evidence: than all 
the reft, of the Spifit. of Dominion. which is nata- 
tal to that Body: — * >Fis from-us, Sire; that 
* you are to learn- wheat -are the. Services which. the 
¢ Church 
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© Church expe&ts from your Acknowledgement of God, 
© Be inftrufted then, O thou that prefideft in the Earth; 
© Hear and underftand, thou that holdeft the Scepter. The 
© Minifters of our God are as much obliged to inftru& you 
© as to obey you. The Faith is the firmett Support of your 
© Throne ; and Goodnefs is the moft beautiful Ornament 
© of it. Thefe, Sir, are the Principal Charafters of your 
* Reign. Becaufe you are full of Religion, fupport thofe 
* Decifions which the Church has adopted by its Suf- 
© frage ; becaufe you are full of Goodnefs, fave us the 
‘ Tears which we cannot help fhedding at the Danger 
© of Religion. 





This Letter, which is dated the 27th of Offober, the 
Day that the Affembly broke up, was ill receiv’d at 
Court, and the Bifhops of Angers, Chartres, and SoijJons, 
who were the Promoters of it, receiv’d Orders to retire 
to their Diocefes ; but the Bifhop of Chartres anticipated 
the Order, by fetting ont of his own Accord the very 
next Day. Nay more, the Count de Maurepas, Secretary 
of State, was fent to the Regifler Office of the faid Af- 
fembly, and having caus’d the Journal of their Proceed- 
ings to be Jaid before him, he crofs’d out of the faid Re- 
gifter with his own Hand the faid Letter and their Refo- 
Jutions concerning their Oppofitions to the soth Penny 
Tax, and their Proceedings againft thofe who have not 
accepted the Conflitution Unigeritus, nor recalled their 
Appeal to a General Council. °*Tis impoflible to exprefs 
the Rage of the Clergy when they were inform’d of this 
Proceeding of the Government, which they reprefented 
with the moft odious Colours, and their Letter was 
printed in feveral Parts of the Kingdom, and difpers’d 
throughout the Provinces. This obliged the Court to 
caufe that Letter to be cenfar'd and by publick Authority, 
and the King’s Counfel in the Parliament of Paris were 
order’d to bring a Complaint againft it, which produc’d 
the following Arreft:

‘HIS Day, after the hearing of private Caules, the 

King’s Council enter’d, and Matter Peter Gilbert de 

Voifins, Advocate to our faid Lord the King, fpake in the 
Name of the reft, as follows: 


Meffieurs, 
Ege difperfed among the People, and capable of 
reviving our juft Alarms on Account of the late 
Troubles in the Church, obliges us to have Recourfe to 
the Wifdom and Authority of this Court to prevent: the 
Confequences thereof. 

It isa Letter which feems to be an Addrefs to the 
King in the Name of the Deputies to the late General Af- 
fembly of. the Clergy of France, and which, in the printed 
Copy we have here in our Hands, bears Date Oétober 27, 
4725. 

"The more this Paper claims Refpe&t from fuch a ve- 
nerable Name, the lefs it is poflible for us to negleét it; 
and what might we not fear, if the Extremities where- 
with it feems tothreaten, fhould come to pafs? 

Since the Church of France has been. affli&ted with the 
unhappy Divifion in thefe later Times, the could not 
think of a more effeftual and healing Remedy, than that 
of a Friendly Reconciliation; and the King, in {upPort: 
ing by his Authority the Charitable. Concert of the. Bi. 
fhops, has done, by his Declaration of the qth of Ay- 
guft, 1720, whatever could be expeéted from him on that 
Head. 

Notwiflanding this, we fee now a Paper, wherein they 
do not ftick to tell the King, © That his Sacred Name is 
* made Ufe of to filence God’s Minifters upon the Dan- 
* gersof the Faith; that his Authority grows heavy up- 
“ on them, and feemingly tends to reduce them to the 
* fad Neceflity either of difobeying or prevaricating. All 
* Manner of Regard is laid afide, becaufe the Ktng 
* thinks it not expedient to ufe Extremities, the Danger 

| © whereof 
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© whereof in his great Wifdom he forefees, They are 
not check’d by the folemn Proteftations made by his 
abovefaid Declaration. to exaét, nay even indireétly, any 
new Form of fubfcribing ; they fuppofe without hefi- 
tating, thatthe prefent Concern is to defeat an open He- 
refy, and to keep the Wolves out of the Pale of Chrift’s 
Church. ; i 

Let us not judge by fuch a Paper of the Views and 
Sentiments of the Bifhops of Fraace: We have Reafon 
to depend upon the Spirit of Peace and Charity, where~ 
of they have receiv’d fuch an auguft Teftimony by the 
4th of Auguft, 1720. 

It’sonly in the pacifick Temperament of that Law, fo 
carefully concerted with the Bifheps, and folemnly re- 
gifter’d. in Court, that the Church of Francecan. find 
fome Calm: And if the has ftill any thing more to de- 
fire, whence can fhe expeét it, but from the inexhaufti- 
ble Wifdom, and the truly paternal Condu&t of the Head 
and the Members of the Epifcopacy ? 

It is this; Meffieurs, which prompts us to infift, that 
by fuppreffing a Writing which might create new Trou- 
bles, your Arreft put again in Force, as an inviolable 
Prefervative, the Declaration of 1720, and its Regifter- 
ing ; Upon thefe Motives is grounded our Opinicn,which 
we leave tothe Court; with the above-mention’d prin- 
ted Sheet. 


The King’s Counfel being withdrawn, the printed 
Sheet being read, intituled, Letter of our Lords the Arch- 
bifhops, Bithops, and other Deputies, to the General Afjem- 
bly of the Clergy of France in 1725, to the King. As like- 
wife the King’s Declaration of the 4th of Auguft, 1720, 
regifter’d in Parliament the 4th of December in the fame 
Year ; the Conclufion in Writing ofthe King’s Attorney- 
General; and the whole Matter being taken into De- 
liberation, 

The Court ordains, that the faid Sheet be fupprefs’d: 
Enjains all fuch as have Copies thereof ta bring them 
forthwith to the Keeper of the Parliament Rolls, there 
to be fupprefs’d: Forbids all Printers, Bookfellers, Haw- 
kers, and others, to print, fell, put off, or otherwife di- 
firibute the fame. The Court ordains likewife, that the 
King’s Declaration of the 4th of Auguf?, 1720, and the 
Arreft for regiftering the fame in Parliament of the 4th 
of December enfuing, fhall be fully executed, All Per- 
fons. of what Condition and Quality foever, are forbid-

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den totrefpafs againft it dire&ly or indire&lly, on the 
Pains therein fpecify’d, or to ufe-any Ways and Means 
- to elude its Execution, or that may tend to difturb the 
Tranquillity of the Church. Order’d moreover, that 
collated Copies of the prefent Arreft be fent to the 
Beiliwicks and Senefchals Offices within the Parlia- 
ment’s jurifdistion, there to be read, publifhed, and re- 
giftred : The Subftitutes of the King’s Attorney-General 
are enjoyn’d to fee it perform’d, and to certify the Court 
thereof within the Space of one Month. Done in Parlia- 
ment, Jan. 10, 1726.

This Condemnation of the Letter of the General Af- 
fembly of the Clergy could not but exefperate that 
—— Body, who complain’d of the Partiality of the 

inifters‘in the Profecution of this Affair, whilft they 
fuffered the Paftoral Letters of the Bifhop of Montpelier, 
and feveral other Writings to be fold Publickly. The 
Government had fome Regard to this Complaint, and 
therefore they refolv’dto have two Paftoral Letters of the 
Bifhop aforefaid, condemned by the fame Parliament of 
Paris, together with the Proteftation of the Carthufian 
Fryars, who fled into Holland (being expell’d their Con- 
vents, becaufe they would not receive the Conftitution 
Unigenitus) the Apology of the faid Carthufians, and an 
Anfwer to the fame. The Arreft that follow’d there- 
upon isas follows:

TR S$ Day the King’s Counfel (the Attorney and 

Solicitor-General) came into Court, and Mr. Gilbert 
de Voifins, Advocate of the faid Lord the King, fpeaking 
in their Name, faid, 


Mefficurs, 

HALL we always be afraid of mew Occafions of 
Trouble and Difturbance in Affairs of the Church, 
and fhall we never fee a Stop put to the numerous Li- 
bels lately printed and publifhed to foment thofe Di- 

vifions which ought to have been pacify’d long fince ? 
Among thofe Libels there are fome perhaps which may 
be abandort’d to Contempt and Oblivion ; but there are 
others of 4 Chara€ter too notorious to pafsthem over in 
Silence, Such 
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Such we think are the two Paftoral Letters without the 
Name of any Printer, which we at this Time lay before 
the Parliament, and which are diftributed up and down, 
under the Name of the Bbithop of Montgelier, the one 
dated the 20th of O€fober, and the other the ift of Decems 
ber, 1725. 

We fhall not enter into the Doétrinal Points which 
may be diffus’d in thefetwo Treatifes: We value our- 
felves upon keeping within the Bounds of the Funétion 
of Magiftrates. We know, according to the Expreflions 
of our moft facred Decrees, that the Cognizance and 
Judgment of Dogtrine concerning Religion appertains to 
the Bifhops ; that this Prerogative annexed to their Cha- 
ratter, is by Virtue of the Power they have receiv’d from 
Jefus Chrift to govern their Flock, and to diftinguilh the 
Paftors from an inferiour Order, whom they cail to the 
Sacred Miniftry, by affaring themfelves of the Purity of 
their Do&rine as well as of that of their Morals. 

But inthe Cafe before us; Can we pafs over in Silence 
what infringes thofe Laws which the Piety of our Prince 
has granted at the Prayer of our Bifhops, and which it 
concerns the Peace of the Church and State that the 
Magiftrates,according to the Truft repefed in them,fhould 
maintain? 

In the firft Paftoral Letter no Regard is had to what 
the Royal Authority has render’d moft folemn, whether 
on the Account of the Formulary, or the Conftitution 
Unigenitus 5 yet nobody can be ignorant that the Formu- 
lary appointed to banifh even all Sufpicions of the pro- 
fcribed and declared Herefy of the famous Propofitions 
of ‘fanfenius, is founded upon Bulls: authorized by the 
King’s Declarations regifter’d in Court. 

On the other Hand, the Declaration of the 4th of Au- 
guft, 1720, fo religious in its Expreffions, and fo remarks 
able for the wife Precautions therein taken againft all 
manner of Excefs, requires in its very firft Article that 
the Conftitution Unigenitus, receiv’d by the RBifhops of 
the Kingdom, be obferv’d throughout the whole Extent 
of the King’s Dominions ; it reclaims the venerable Au- 
thority of the late King’s Letters Patent, which import- 
ed, that the faid Conftitution thould be receiv’d and pub- 
lith’d<to be obferv’d according to its Form and Tenor,and 
ordetsthe Execution of the Arrets for regiftring the faid 
Letters Patent in Parliament. Neverthelefs here is 4 Stand 
made againft the faid Conftitution, and if feems as - 
: thofe 
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thofe who made it, thought it their Duty to attack it: 
With this View, Applaufe is given to the moft extrava- 
gant Libels, which are not fo much an Apology for that 
Scandal, which has been occafion’d by the Flight of fome 
Fryar out of the Kingdom, as a Declamation againft the 
Conttitution Unigenitus, 

_In the other Paftoral Letter, under Pretence of celebra- 
ting the Miracle which the Almighty Arm of God has 
lately wrought before our Eyes, an Attempt is made to 
dive into the impenetrable Secrets of Providence. 

To thefe two Pieces we may join a Libel, intituled, The 
Proteftation of the Carthufians, who oppofe the Bull Unige- 
nitus ; andanother intituled, The Apology of the faid Car- 
thufians. In fpeaking to you of the Paftoral Inftru€tions, 
we have beforehand cenfur’d thofe two Libels fo danger- 
ous and fo worthy of Condemnation. 

An Anonymous Perfon having no Miffion, has given 
himfelf the Trouble to anfwer the Apology, but himfelf 
is fallen into another Extremity. He not only in fome 
Places corrupts the Purity of our Maxims, but in Cons 
tempt of the Declaration of 1720, he explains himfelf 
in an indecent and prophane Manner on the laft Explana- 
tions, approv’d of by the Prelates ofthe Kingdom as con- 
form tothe Doétrine of the Church, and the true Mean- 
ing of the Bull. 

Nothing can be more deftruétive of the publick Tran- 
quiility, to the Welfare of the Church, than thofe rath 
Writings, which furnifh new Pretences for Uneaiinefs, 
Difidenceand Declamations, or which (by authorizing the 
Difobedience of the Pope’s Bulls receiw’d in the King- 
dom) give Room to fufpeét that the Leaven of the Er- 
rors condemn’d, is not yet deftroy’d. , 

Let us negleét nothing to ftop the Courfe of a Licenti- 
oufnefs,which is grown too dangerous ; it makes us more 
fenfible than ever how neceflary theExecution of theDecla- 
ration of the 4th of Auguf?, 1720, is inall its Parts. As 
you are, Gentlemen, even by this Declaration you have. 
fo wifely regifter’d; enjoyn’d to fee to the Execution of 
it, you cannot, Gentlemen, devote too much of your 
Care and Zeal to it. 

The Matter now requir’d of you is the fupprefling of 
Writings contrary to that Law whichis the Rule of our 
Conduét. This is the Subjeét of the Conclufions we have 
taken, which-we Jeave with the Court: oo 
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The faid Counfel withdrew, leaving the printed Co- 
pies mention’d by them upon the Tables, viz. Two Pa- 
ftoral Letters of the Bifhop of Montpellier, dated from 
that Place, one of the 20th of Oétover, and the other the 
tft of December, 1725, and three priated Papers, the firft 
intituled, A Proteftation of the Carthufians, who oppo/e 
the Bull Unigenitus, and have been obliged to quit the King- 
dom : The fecond, An Apology for the Carthufians, Amfter- 
dam, i725 ; and the third, 4 Confutation of the Apology 
of the Carthufians, Lovain, 1725 ; leaving alfo the De- 
claration of the 4th of December, 1720. The Court ha- 
ving taken thefe feveral Pieces into Confideration, has 
order’d the faid Writings to be fuppreffed, forbidding all 
Perfons'whatfoever to fell or difperfe the fame ; ordering 
that the King’s Declaration of the 4th of Auguft, 1720, 
fhall be executed according to its Form and Tenor, Ge. 
Done in Parliament, April 15, 1726.

But it was not the Clergy of France only that exclaim’d 
againft the Tax of Two per Cent. as will appear by the 


following Remonftrance : 


The Reprefentation or Remonftrance of the Parliament of 
Bretany to the Moft Chriftian King, againft the raifing of 
Two per Cent. upon the Eftates Real and Perfonal in that 
Kingdom. 


SIRE, 

P t- E Neceffity of two almoft continual Wars, made 
our Subjests bear with Patience the Burdens,which 

the Welfare of the State, andthe Glory of the Kingdom 
requir’d 6f them. The Glare of Lewis the Great's V ifto- 
ries fupported them under the former of thofe Wars ; 
and they toek Comfort under the adverfe Fortune of the 
latter, in the Refle&tion that they had contributed to fet- 
tle a Branch of the moft Auguft Houfein the Werld, up- 
on the fecond Throne of Europe. Under both thefe Ca- 
lamities they liberally and chearfully made a Sacrifice 
of their Lives and Fortunes, in the fond Hope, that at 
the End of the Wars they fhould likewife fee an End of 
their Miferies. Every Edi& which the Emergencies of 
the State. extorted with fo much Regret from the Good- 


nefs of the late King your Great Grandfather, did not 
M m barely, 
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barely flatter them in this Hope, but gave them the 
{wrongeft Affurances it fhould be fo, The Peace fo much 
Jong’d for, at Jaft came; we have now enjoy’d it about 
twelve Years; but alas! How bitter is the Fruit we ga- 
ther from it ! Many of the very beft Families are ruin’d 
by Paper-Money, a New Projeét is introduc’d, in Oppo- 
fition to the Remonftrances of your Parliaments ; and the 
Nation groans under it this Day, as it gives an unbound- 
ed Loofe to the Excefs in Apparel, and other extravagant 
Prattices, put down by the Edi&t of 1700. 

The Capitation-Tax is flill paid, though it was intro- 
duc’d only as an extraordinary Refource in Time of War, 
and was to ceafe as foon as the Peace was made. 

_ The Tenth Penny, or Teg per Cent. is only taken. offin 
Part, and inftead thereof we have the Ediét of four Sous 
per Livre, which is the fifth Part of all the Duties. 

The Controlls are confiderably increafed, and your Ma- 
jefty, by uniting them with your Domains, gives to un- 
derftand, that you fhall hereafter look upon them as your 
inalienable Right. 

The Edict of the joyful Entry comprehends almoft all 
the States, The ere&ting and putting down of the feveral 
Offices and Employs affect a great Number of ‘private 
Perfons, and (tho’ not fo direttly) the Body of the Na- 
tion in general, 

The frequent Alterations of the Coin have defiroy’d all 
Confidence; and the laft Diminution of its Value has 
leffen’d your Subjeéts Cath by almoft one Half. 

The Dearth and Scarcity of the three laft Years have 
reduc’d your Peopte toa miferable Condition. 

Under thefe difmal Circumflances we expe&ted fome 
Alleviation ofour Miferies. Henry IV. of glorious Me- 
mory, eftablifh’d his Kingdom in a Peace of fhorter Du- 
ration, after it had been torn in Pieces by Foreign and 
Domeftick Wars, and even by Rebellion. His Subjeéts 
were eafed, and he fav’d Money enough to make his Ene- 
mies tremble. . 

“Some of your Majefty’s Ediats told us into what a good 
Order the Affairs of your State were now brought; and 
-we had Reafon to believe, Sire, your Coffers were, full 
atthe Time of the Diminution, becaufe your Majefty 
affur’d us you loft Thirty-eight Millions. of Livres by 
that Step. We were in daily Expectation of feeing fome 
Ediés revok’d; but how great was our Affonifhment, 
Sire, when we receiv’d the Edit fent to us by your Ma- 
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jetty, to raife in. your Name Two per Cent. of all the Re- 
venues of your Kingdom! 

It is not’ for us, Sire, to call in Queftion the Reality 
of the Wants and Emergencies of the State, feeing your 
Majefty is pleafed to iinpart them to the Publick. Would 
to God they were known only to your Subje@ts! But our 
Confcience obliges us moft. humbly to reprefent to your 
Majefty, that of all the Methodsever made Ufe of to an- 
fwer them, this Tax feems to us the leaft advantageous to 
your Majefty, and the moft burthenfome to your People, 

We flatter ourfelves, Sire, that your Majefty will take 
this laft Obfervation into your Paternal Confideration ; 
and that you will pleafe to defcend from the Height of 
your Throne to hear the juft Complaints of your Subjetts 
from our Mouths. 

They have Reafon to be uneafy, Sire, at the Length of 
Time for raifing this Duty; but much more fo, at the 
Uncertainty of the Time for annulling it, and the Eafe 
with which it may be enlarged. Al! the Ediéts we have 
receiv’d here thefe forty Years fince, which are fiill in 
Force, do but too well juflify our Fears. 

. The Church and Nobility, which are the principal 
Members of the State, find themfelves blended with the 
Multitude. We leave it tothe Clergy to reprefent to 
your Majetty what a Violation of their Privileges this 
Duty is; but we pray you to confider, that the Nobility, 
of which we are Part, have always merited, for the Bra- 
vety of their Anceftors, to be difcharged fromthe Tailics, 
to which they are neverthelefs fubje&ted, tho’ under ano- 
ther Name. And now they are expofed to continual 
Vexations, thro’ the infatiable Greedinefs of the Men to 

whom the Gathering of this Tax is Committed. 

Your Subjetts, Sire, are not deceiv’d. by the Smalinefs 
of the Sum which Two per Cent. feems at firft Sight to a- 
mountto: They are very fenfible, That when the Re. 
pair of their Houfes, the Manuring of their Land, and 
the Expence of getting in their Harveft, are dedutted, 
inftead of Two per Cent. this Duty will rife up to at 
leaft Eight per Cent. on Corn. . 

The Charge of manurjng Vineyards is yet heavier, 
it having been cuftomary with usin this Province, to give 
thofe Vinedreffers that will accept it, three Parts in Four 
of the Produ&t for their Labour. 

The Scarcity of Woods in this Kingdom, and the Im- 
portance of preferving and improving them, merited the 
Attention of the King your Great Grandfather. He mad: 
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Provifion herein by his Ordinance of 1699. Few of your 
Subjeéts, Sire, will hereafter plant or fow, for Fear of 
creating to themfelves a new Subjeét of Taxation. 

The Levying of the Two per Cent. will be liable toa 
Thoufand Difficulties. If it is paid in Kind, and that 
by Eflimation, ad valorem; This is arbitrary, and will 
breed perpetual Feuds between the Colleftors and the 
People. *Tis the fame Thing with Regard to Hay. The 
Inhabitants of this Province have barely Pafture Ground 
enough to fodder their labouring Cattle, and fuch other 
Bealls of Burthen. as are neceffary to them in their feve- - 
ral Trades. To retrench from the little they have, is to. 
deprive them of the Means of going on with their Work, 
and to cramp the moft beneficial Part of their Trade. 

The Fiftieth Part of Apples and other Fruits in this: 
Province is a poor Subfidy. There are Bifhopricks in 
which none at all grow; and in thofe Places no Tenths 
have hitherto been coile&ted of that Sort of Fruit; nei- 
ther of Hay nor Wood. And forafmuch as the Fruits ri- 
pen at different Times, and are eaten as faft as they are 
ripe, How great will the Difficulty be of tything them ? 

The Mills are for the moft part of lefs Advantage, ‘be- 
ing become burthenfome tothe Preprietors, According 
to the Cuftom of this Province, one fourth, if not a third 
Part of what they bring in, is apply’d to Repairs 3 and 
if Two per Cent..of the Rent be paid, it will oftentimes 
amount t) more than the Owner’s clear Profit, when he 
his deducted the Charge of new Mii!-Stones, Repairsand 
other neceflary Expences. : 

The Charges of Fifhing in Lakes and other Ponds, and 
the Expences for flacking the fame, being not to be de- 
dufted ouf of the Tax of the Fiftieth Penny, which is 
to be raifed upon the whole Produce, without any De- 
du&tion, nobody will ftock the faid Lakes and Ponds, and 
befides the lea{t’ Watering Place for Horfes will be liable 
upon this Pretence to the difagreeable Search of the Col- 
Je€tors. = 

The Tax of Two per Cent. upon the Rents of Houfes 
in the Towns is fubje&t to no lefs Difficulties. Repairs 
and Alterations dedufted, it will in many Cafes rife to 
‘more than Five per Cent. of the Rent; but it is yet hare 
der to make the Proprietors pay by Eftimation, who per- 
haps cannot Jet their Lodgings, and thofe who have laid 
out great Sums of Money upon Houfes for their own 
Conveniency. The Zeal of thofe, Sire, wha were em- 
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ploy’din rebuilding your City of Rennes, deftroy’d by 
Fire, was already abated upon the Lofs they fuftain’d on 
the Diminution of the Coin. This new Duty wil! en- 
tirely difhearten thofe who hada Defign to build. 

Your Majefty has by feveral Ediéts endeavour’d to pro- 
vide againft the Diforders which the extravagant Price 
of Provifions and Commodities occafion’d in this King- 
dom. By the laying of new Duties upon real Eflates, we 
neceffarily fall under the fame Dilemma. By allowing 
People to lend Money at Five per Cent. your Majefty has 
attempted to revive the Circulation of Money, which the 
Tax of the Fiftieth Penny, but much more the general 
Miftruft, had ftagnated. This Tax of Two per Cent. upon 
Obligations and Contraéts, will lock up the Purfes al- 
ready fhut. 

It is your Intereft, Sire, and that of your Subjetts, to 
render your Revenues clear and eafy, and to difmifs the 
great Number of Farmers, who enrich themfel ves at your 
Majefty’s Expence, and wax fat withthe Blood of your 
People. By this Edit, their Number is prodigiouily en- 
larged s fo that in a little Time there will be more Far- 
mers than Parifhes in your Kingdom. 

The Strength of the State confifts in Trade and Agrt- 
culture. Your Subjeéts are laborious, Sire, and with the 
Profpett of fmall Gain, they undergo the hardeft Work 
without Relu&tancy : But if once the Husbandman can- 
not eat in Quiet the Bread which he gets with the Sweat 
of his Brow, his Courage. will foon droop, and he will 
grow dejeéted and good for nothing. : 

The Footfteps that remain tous, of thofe ancient Fur- 
rows we fee in the untilled Heaths, which makes above 
half the Land of this Province, feem at firft Sight to re- 
proach the prefent Inhabitants upon the Score of their 
Slothfulnefs ; but it is their great Misfortune not their 
Fault, that. fuch an Imputation will be. They groan un- 
der the Buthen of Impofts ; and think it to no Purpofe 
to work beyond what is neceffary to fupport Life: But 
how will their Spirits fail them, when they find them- 
felves loaded with anew Duty upon every Kind of Fruit 
which their Labour can produce out of the Bowels of 
the Earth, 

Trade, which is of no Jefs Importance, efpecially in 
this Province, is carry’d on only by Credit, and by the 
mutual Support of Money, which circulates among the 
Dealers in it, . 
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Tt is by this Means only, fo neceffary to civil Society, 
that Men get Eftates ; but this will be impoffible for the 
future. The Secrets of Families will be laid open : Thofe 
whoowé¢ Money for Rent or Intereft, will be plagu’d with 
anew Kind of Creditors. 

The Controlls make at prefent a confiderable Part of 
your Majefty’s Revenue, fince the Addition made there- 
to by feveral Arrets of the Council of State. No Man 
will hereafter go to the Notaries to have Writings drawn 
in Cafe of Mortgages, er Leafes of Houfes in City or 
Country, or for the Farming of Mills : This, however, 
is the beft Branch of the Duty of Controlls, and will 
now be loft to your Majetty. ha 

If the Raifing of the Two per Cent. is fo burthenfome 
to your People, and of fo little Advantage to yout Ma-' 
jeftv, the applying this Duty is no lefs grievous to 
thofe, who fhall find themfelves interefled therein. Thev 
are your Subjegts, Sire, who in the prefling Necellities of 
the Crown lent their Species for State Bills, which, ‘upon 
the Faith of your Editts, they took for ready Money, or 
were obliged to accept. They are the fame Subjetts, who, 
after having undergone feveral Diminutions of the Coin, 
have loft another Portion of their Eftates by a Sort of 
Traffick, hitherto unknown between a Sovereign and his 
Subje&ts, which for the Novelty of it, could never yet be 
fitted with a proper Name, 

The Miferies which will arife from the Execution. of 
this Edié&t, and the Difficulties which mutt neceffarily 
be the Confequence of it, are common tous, Sire, with 
the reft of your Subje&ts. There is no Parliament, that 
have any Regard to their Duty, but muft reprefent the 
fame Things te you: But we have particular Reafons in 
Reference to this Province, for moft humbly .befeeching 
your Majefty to hear us. 

The Inftruments whereby this Province is infeparably 
annex’d to the Crown, declare it free from all new Impo 
fitions; and its Privileges have been confirm’d by all the 
Kings your Predeceffors. What is given by each Affe 
bly of our States, is a Prefent, whofe very Name of Fret 
Gift afferts our Liberty. “This Free Gift has at all Time 
fupply’d the Place of all other Duties.. It is only fine 
the laft War, that Britanny was fubjetted to new Impoft 
“Tike thd other Provinces; and your Majetty permits ¢ 

States, as often as they affemble, to protef¥, againft thi 
Innovation, as contrary to their Privileges: Neverthe 
tefs tney have always born with Gladnefs their Share 
*. 7 
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_ the Burthen of State, and your Majefty has no Subjects 


more loyal and more zealous. But how greatly mufl it 
furprife them to find themfelves involv’d in fo extraor- 
dinary an Impofition, which they cannot but look upon 
as an effe&tual Taille, the Name of which is as odious to 
them, as that of Gabelle. , 

Your Majefty has no truer Subjeéts than the Britons s 
but they abominate al] Innovations. Some of the Inha- 
bitants of the Bifhopricks of Rennes, Quimper, Leon, Tre- 
guier, and St, Brieu, do not underftand the French Tongue ; 
and it will be very hard for them to obey your Majetty’s 
Will, for want of knowing it ; and when they are appri- 
zed of it, they will throw up the Tillage, and betake 
themfelves to the Fifhery and Navigation. 

The Land of this Province is not very fertile; Britany 
fubfifts altogether upon Trade, of which, Liberty is the 
Life and Soul. She is the Door, through which fo many 
Millions were brought into the Kingdom, ’till the India 
Company, the Ufefulnefs whereof lies hitherto unknown, 
prohibited their Commerce. 

We intreat you, Sire, to give us Leave to reprefent to 
your Majefty, Thatit is your Intcreft to let us enjoy the 
fmall Pitance of Liberty that remains to us; without 
which we fhall be the pooreft of all your Provinces, and 
our Deftruction will occafion that of many others. 

It is not our own private Intereft, Sire, that we have 
in View, in thus making our moft humble Remont{tran- 
ces to your Majefty ; it is yours we only aim at, and thac 
of your People. 

We pay without complaining, the Tenth of our Sala- 
ries, though we obtain’d the fame upon a very difadvan- 
tageous Foot. We are overladen with a tedious Labour, 
wherein the Publick alone find their Advantage. We 
pay the heavieft Capitation-Tax that is laid upon any 
Parliament ; nor did we defire to partake of the fmal! A- 
batements which were made to the People hereabout, be- 
caufe we would eafethe Poor. The greateft Part of the 
Arrears of Rents upon our augmented Salaries, was paid 
us in; State-Bills, cry’d down fix Months before. Men 
are feveral Years behind hand with us ; and when we {hall 
be paid, nobody can tell: But we forget all our Miferies, 
upon Sight of what this Province feems to be now threa- 
tea’d with. os 
. Be pleafed, Sire, to look upon this Province with an 
Eye of Gompafion. Never did People better deferve the 
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Love of their Prince by that which they bear your Ma 
jetty. 

. You are their Father, Sire, grieve them not at a Time 
when they redouble their Vows for your Kingdom’s Pro- 
fperity. Neither ftifle with their Groans the Acclama- 
tions of Joy with which they had began to rend the Skies 
upon the News of the Confummation of your Mar- 
riage. 

The publick Joy is the happieft and fureft Prefage of 
the publick Welfare. Fill your People with it, Sire, by 
revoking an Edi&t that has occafion’d fo much Uneafi- 
nefs. We fhall efteem ourfelves happy, if upon fo im- 
portant an Occafion your Parliament give your Majefty 
a Proof of their Zeal, and of their moft profound Obe- 
dience. 





The Proteftation of the Carthufian Fryars, who have chofe 
to take Refuge in Holland, &c. for their oppofing the 
Bull Unigenitus. 


Heaven and Earth fhall teftify for us, that you put us to 
Death wrongfully. 1 Macc. ii. ver 27. 


W E the Fryars of the feveral Carthufian Monafte- 
ries of the Province of France upon the Seine, 
before we took a final Refolution in that difmal Extremi- 
ty,to which the Divine Providence has permitted us to be 
reduc’d, made ferious Refleétions*tin the Prefence of God, 
upon the Troubles brought upon our Order bythe Con- 
flitution Unigenitus, and the Decree Quo Zelo, by which 
our Chapter-General receiv'd it inthe Year 1723, and we 
pray’dto the Divine Being withall the Earneftnefs pof- 
fible, to conduét our Steps, and regulate our Proceedings, 
to the End that after having had the Happinefs to bear 
our Teftimony to the Truth, we might do nothing but 
what was confiftent therewith to his Glory and our San- 
&tification. 

We ferioufly confider’d the fevere Treatment we have 
hitherto met with from our moft Reverend Father the 
Prior of the Great Carthufian Monaftery, who, not con- 
tent with having banifh’d moft of us from the Convents 
of our Order, both by his own Authority, and in the 
Name of the General-Chapter, of which he has made 
himfelf Mafter, and with having depriv’d usof all 
our Prerogatives, of the Exercife of our Funétions, of 
the Benefits of the Sacraments, even at the Hour of 
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Death, has puth’d Matters in the General-Chapter of 
this Year, fo far as to pronounce us excommunicated by 
Name, and to confine many of us to our Cells, as fo many 
Prifons, there to obferve a rigorous Abftinence both in 
Drinking and Eating. - 

- We have been inform’d likewife, That in the faid Chap- 
ter, his Reverence not content with fo exceffive an In- 
ftance of his Severity, told many of the Priors, that this 
was buta Flea-Bite to what we were {till to expeét, that 
he was refolv’d, before he dy’d, to fee an End of the Af- 
fair; in a Word, that he would cruth us, or that he could 
not die in Peace. It was with fuch Sentiments, and 
with a Difpofition to execute Menaces fo terrible, that 
the Reverend Father had obtain’d from the Chapter, who 
are Slaves to his Will, full of Power to aggravate our 
Pains and Penalties, and to add to the fevere Condemna- 
tion of us, whatever his Prejudice, and the miftaken 
Pun&ilio’s of Honour, with which he triumphs over us, 
could infpire him with. And fad Experience has con- 
vine’d us, that fuch Menaces from the Reverend Father, 
were not given in Jeit, and that as long as we live 
under his Government, there is nothing too bad for us 
to expett. 

Moreover we are convinc’d, That we have no Means 
left of obtaining Peace, nor no Hopes of our being re- 
concil’d with our Superiors, who are much wedded to 
their Prejudices, as they are implacable in their Revenge, 
who are accuftom’d to have every Knee bow’d to them, 
and to make fuch Myfteries of their Commands, that they 
muft be obey’d without Scrupleor Scrutiny. The Exam- 
ple of fome of our Brethren, who were fo weak as to fub- 
mit to this, has convinc’d us, that our Superiors de- 
mand fomething more, and that nothing will fatis!y 
them but an Acceptation like theirs; which is nothing 
jefs than a fervile Submiffion to Molinifm, and the Ul- 
tramontane Opinions. 

*Tis publickly notorious, that the Fryars of the Great 
Charter-Houfe, and the Reverend Prior, are devoted to 
this Syftem and thefe Opinions, and that they are preju- 
dic’d againft the heavenly Doétrine of St. Augu/tine and 
St. Thomas. We could produce a great many Inftances of 
it, but one fhall fuffice. Benedift HouajJe, Prior of Val 
de St. George, (who is of the Number of the Fugitives) 
having fign’d the Decree Quo Ze/o, in the Chapter of 1724, 
found himfelf obliged to write to the Reverend Prior, that 


by his Subfcription, ke had no View to attack the Do- 
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Gtrine of St. Auguftin and St. Thomas, and that he believ’d 
with thofe holy Doftors, Saying, efficacious Grace, free, 
Predeftination, &c. Therefore it was unfair to declare in; 
the Sentence paffed againft us, that the Acceptation de- 
manded of us derogates in nothing from the Doétrine of 
St. Auguftin and St. Thomas,and from the Inftruétions of St. 
Charles upon Penance; and it’s plain, this Claufe was in- 
fertedas a Mafter-firoke of Politicks, and to flatter Pope 
Benedi&t X11. Many of our Priors, in this, more fin- 
cere than the Authors of the Sentence, have not been a+ 
fham’d to explain themfelyes in the fame Senfe. Con- 
fequently fuch a Declaration can only be look’d uponas . 
a Variation in the General-Chapter, which declar’d no= 
thing like it in the Decree Quo Zelo, nor in its Confirmas 

“tion, and as a manifeit Contradiftion tu the Condugt of the _ 
Reverend Prior, who, “till the laft Chapter, had always 
formerly rejeéted every Explanation of the Conftitution, 
and who, by the very Sentence wherein the Claufe is in- 
ferted, condemns one of our Brethren for having faid, 
that he accepted it conformable to the Explanations of 
the Bifhops of France. 

But.altho’ thefe Ways of Pacification were open to us, 
our Confciences would not permit us tocome into them, 
becaufe we are fully perfwaded, that we cannot in any 
Manner, nor with any Explanation whatfoever, receive 
the Conftitution ; that nothing is capable either to hide 
gr repair the effential Miftakes which it contains both in 
Subftance and in Form ; and that the Sovereign Tribunal 
of the Church being legally vefted with the Cognizance 
ef the Affair by a lawful and neceflary Appeal, it is 


from thence only that we ought to expett a Decifion of 
it 





Neverthelefs we fee with Grief, that all the Ec 
clefiaftick and Secular Tribunals were deaf to our juft 
Complaints; that the Reverend Prior left no Stone une 
turn’d to deprive us of all Hopes of Proteétion ; that he 
ran us down by all the Ways he could with the Ruling 
Powers in Church and State, and in the Opinion of Fo- 
reign Priors of our Orders, whom he ftirred up againft 
us, and that we had no Means left to obtain Juftice, 
Thus we faw ourfelves deliver’d up into his Clutches, 
and abandon’d to his Difcretion, without any Body’s com: 
ing to our Affiftance ; and he has already fhewn us what 
we were to expeét, by the fcandalous Proceedings againft 
Dr. Martin de Graventerre, who was hurry’daway by his 
@rders from the Charter-Houfe at Troyes to that.of _ 
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in Savoy, arid fent out of the Kingdom untler the Guard 
of fevéral Carthuflan Fryars or Domielticks, officiatizig 
in-Quality of Archers; -and:-corifin’d under three Locks in 
@ terrible Prifon. | 

We have not forgot what D. Claudius Cheron fuffer’d in 
our Province, for having oppos’d the Delign of putting 
down the Houfe of their Order, and uniting it with thet 
of Roay. He languith’d for fifteen Years in feveral Pri- 
fons, without Help or any Confolation, but what arifés 
from a good Corifcience, without Books; without Sacra- 
ments, dépriv’d of the moft abfolute Neceffaries, treated 
with the utmoft Indignity; bore down with Reproaches, 
and fometimés with Blows, by a Prior, whofe Rarbaritiy 
God was pleafed to punith, by fuffeting him to lofe his 
Senfes; dnd to die in his Folly. The Innocence of D. 
Claudius appearing after fo long a Tryal, and Liberty bé- 
ing reftor’d to him, he own’d to his Friends, that he hid 
feen himfelf many Times on the Brink of Defpair, and 
ready to dath dut his Brains againft the Walls of his 
Prifon. 

This fingle Inftance, to which we could add many 
other's, fhews plainly what we are to éxpeét from the Se- 
Verity of our Superiors; and our own Weaknefs in the 
Prifons of our Order, and that we fhould’be worfe treated 
thete, and moré to be pity’d than Criminals are in cotti- 
mon Jayls; for fuch find there, be their Offences what 
they will, a Sort of Proreétionfrom the very Magiftratés 
who confine them ; private Men ate not permitted to at- 
tempt-any thing ageinft them, and whoever fhou!d abufe 
them without an Order for it, would be punifh’d them- 
felvés. Their Judges are not their Accufers; it is with 
Regret that they punifli them, and fo farther than the 
Love of Juftice and Order obliges them. Paffion has no- 
thing to dointheir Decrees, and they would forbear the 
Funétion of Judges, #f they thought themfelvcs perfo- 
nalfyinjur’d. In a Word, thofe melancholy Places dre 
not inaccefible by Hefp’ and Confolation from Perfons 
charitably difpofed, and they often’ bécome # happy Oc- 
cafion of Converfion and SaPvation to tHofé whom their 
Crimes bring thither. 

Would to God thofé very Magiftrites, the Depd- 
fitaries of the Royal Authority, would fonictimés 
come and look into our Prifons, and be Eye-Wit- 
neffes of the Sufferings endur’d by the Fryars, the King’s 
one who ate concetled from their Notice, only 
to exetcife al nianinér of ill! Treatment againft then

with Impunity, and that they might fee with their own 
Eyes to what Excefs a jealous and ticklifh Authority 
often carries them who make themfelves Judges in their 
own Caufe, and without Mercy revenge their pretended 
Affronts upon Viétims, whofe Innocence would not fail 
to be known to the whole World, if they had but equita- 
ble and impartial Judges. 

Thefe Calamities are fuch, that fome of our Brethren 
who began to feel the Severity of them, have already 
fallen under the Weight of them, and that the very 
Dread of fuffering them, has weaken’d and almoft dif- 
pirited others. They have procur’d or rather preferv’d 
their Liberty by betraying their Confcience, and giving 
up the Truth, that is to fay, by a Misfortune, a thou- 
fand Times more tragical and deplorable than the Hor- 
rors of a Prifon. Their Fall is our Inftru&tion. There 
we fee what we are capable of, and what Precautions we 
have need of, not to fall as they have done. 

In thefe Circumftances, confidering the fad Situation 
to which we are reduc’d, either to chufe a difmal Pri- 
fon, or to abandon the moft important Truths of the 
Chriftian Religion, profcrib’d by the Conftitution Unige- 
nitus, which they would force us to receive ; confidering 
at the fame Time we are only perfecuted for our Attach- 
ment to thofe facred Truths; that, thro’ the Mercy of 
God, how miferable foever we are in his Sight, our 
-worft Enemies have not been able to charge us with any 
other Crimes 3 that we only embrac’d a Religious Life 

to devote ourfelves to the Contemplation of thofe Truths, 
-and to reducethem into Pra&tice ; that our Fathers were 
only fanétify’d, -becaufe being convinc’d that God work- 
eth in us.beth to will and doj this Thought induc’d them 
to humble themfelves under the mighty Arm of God, 
and te work out their Salvation;with Fear and Trem- 
bling ; that-becaufe. they were thoroughly perfwaded of 
the-Neceflity.of doing Penance, of: loving God above all 
> Things, of direéting all their Aftions: to his Glory, &. 
we have found-that we muft be no longer Carthufians, 
swnilefs we -ceafe in fome Meafure to. be Chriftians; that 
becaufe we refufe to give Ear to fuch Wickednefs,. we are 
therefore-excommunicated, cut off from the Society of 
. the Faithful, and depriv’d of the fweet Confolation of 
Jaying open our Hearts before the Lord, and of an out- 
ward Union with the Church ; that ’tis for.this we are 
feparated from the myftick Body of Chrift as rotten Mem- 
bers, capable of corrupting the whole Church, and the 
particular 
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particular Order to which we are devoted ; ’tis for that 
we are driven out of the Lord’s Temple as profane Per- 
fons; that we are reduc’d to the Rank of Publicans and 
Pagans; that we are deliver’d over to Satan, and that 
they intend we fhould no longer havea Part in Jefus 
Chrift; that we are depriv’d of all Spiritual Affi- 
flance, and every thing that may promote Piety ; that 
we are left without Arms, without Defence, and expos’d 
as a Butt to the Arrows of the Devil; that many of us 
are already,and others going to be fhut up ina Prifon,and 
all the others threaten’d in the fame Nature; and having 
Caufe in fuch a fad Situation to fear, not only the Lofs 
_ of our Reafon and our Lives, but even that of Faith, 
which is infinitely more dear to us. 

After having therefore deeply humbled ourfel ves before 
God ; after having implor’d the Light of his Spirit with 
all the Ardor that we are capable of ; after having weigh- 
ed in the Balance of the Sanftuary, the Temptation to 
which we are expofed, and confider’d both in. their Cir- 
cumflances and Confequences ; the Severity of a Prifons 
the ill Ufage generally found there ; the Frailty of Rea- 
fon, which would foon conduét us to abandon the Truth, 
as our Superiors flatter themfelves with, and do not blufh 
to own is their Intent; Reports, whether true or falfe, 
of the Apoftatizing of others, by which our Enemies 
would endeavour to fink our Spirits; the enfnaring Dif- 
courfes which they would hold with us, evento Death 
itfelf; after having confulted the moft knowing and 
pious Members of the Church of France, we find that 
we are.in fuch a Predicament, that it is not only lawful 
but expedient to take Flight out of the Reachof an unjutt 
and violent Perfecution, and that bv fo doing, we follow 
the Command of Jefus Chrift, the Example of the grea- 
teft Saints, the DoStrine of the Fathers, and the Senfe 
of the Church, as we hope to demonfirate in a Manifefto 
more at large, which we fhall publifh in the Defence 
ef our Condu&, 

We declare therefore in the Face of the Heavens and 
the Earth, that we do not voluntarily depart from our 
Cloyfters, but that we are forc’d to it, by being depri- 
ved of all the Means for Chriftians and Carthufians to 
difcharge their Duties ; that we lay the whole Blame of 
our Departure, and the Scandal which it may prove, to 
thofe'‘who compel us to it; that we chufe this Expedient, 
not fe much toavoid the temporal Punifhments to which 

we 




















we are unjuftly condemn’d, as becaufe we are plie’d ir 
imminent Danger of betraying our Confciences, arid’ 4- 
bandoning the Truth, and that we may not’ tempt God, 
by leaving our Virtue expos’d to Temptations. beyond 
our, Strength. , 

“We proteft therefore before God, who knoweth the Bot- 
tom of our Hearts, that we ar¢ refolv’d, with his Grace, 
to live and dye Carthufians, whéte-ever the Divine Pro- 
vidence .fhiall place us; that we will retite with afl out 
Hearts into the moft auftere Convents, if they will but 
admit us ; and that we are reatly to return to our Mona- 
fieries, as foon as the Impediments which keep'us out, 
are remov’d, and as foon asthe crying and unheard of 

ellions with which we ate loaded, are taken off, and 
that. we. fhall be reftor’d to the Freedom neteffaty for 
Chriftians to make Profeffion of their Faith, and to ap- 
ply themfelves peaceably to their Salvation. 
" Therefore, after having with all poffibte Humility im- 
lor’d the Help of Almighty God, of the Chiirch our 
Mother, and of the Sacred Council whick-reprefents her, 
we do by this prefent A& with all the Earneftnéfs’ poffi- 
ble, call for the Charity and Proteétion of our Holy Fa- 
ther the Pope, of the moft Chriftian King, our moft Ho- 


nourd Lord and Mafter, of all the Parlianients in thé 
Kingdom, and in particular of that of Pais, to which 
many of us have already complain’d by way of Appeaf. 
in May, 1723, to which wé all declate our Adherence, ree 
fervitig it to ourfelves to profécute the fiid’ Appeal be- 


fore the faid Court, when it thal! pleafé His Majefty to re- 
fer-us thereto, and to add fuch new Heads and’ Articles 
as may be yet more for the Béenefit of the Church of 
France, for the King, for the State, and'in parti¢ular for 
our Order, whofe Rights and Privilege ‘wé'aré refolv’d 
to maintain to fhe laft Breath of Or Lifé. “2 9 

Done at the Place of our Retreat, Sept. ‘15, 1725)" 


. Thefe Difputes among the Popith Clergy of France oc- 
cafion’d no, Tranquillity to the Proteftants of that King- 
fom, as appears by the following Declarations: 
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The King of F rance’s Declaration, concerning his Subjetts of 
the. Reform’d Religion, dated at Fontainebleau, O&o- 
ber 27, 1725-. 


EWIS, by the Grace of God, King of France and 

Navarre. To all to whom thefe Prefents fhal! come 
Greeting. The late King of Glorious Memory, Our 
Moft Honour’d Lord and Great-Grandfather, by the firft 
Article of his Declaration, dated December 29, 1698, per- 
mitted all the French, and their Widows, who were retir’d 
into Foreign Countries, upon Account of their Religion, 
to return into the Kingdom in the Space of fix Months at 
fartheft, on Condition, that they fhould live in the Pros 
feflion and Exercife of the Catholick Apoftolick and Ro- 
man Religion, of making a Declaration of it in the firit 
Frontier Place, of taking the Oath of Allegiance, and ab- 
juring the pretended Reform’d Religion; and alfo, te 
bring their Wives and Children back with them, if they 
had not obtain’d his Majefty’s Difpenfation for fo doing. 
And by the fecond Article, Children who had been car- 
ry’d into foreign Countries for the fame Caufe, or fuch 
as were afterwards born there, were allow’d to return 
within the Term of two Years from the Date of the faid 
Declaration, on Condition of taking the like Oath of 
Fealty, and making the like Abjuration. Morcoyer by 
the Third Article, it was likewife order’d, That our Sub- * 
je&ts, or their Children, fhould by Virtue of the faid 
Oaths and Abjurations, which fhould be as valid to the 
faid Children. born in foreign Countries, as Letters of 
Naturalization, be reftor’d to the Enjoyment of, and 
Right to their Eftates, even thofe Eftates which belong’d 
to them by Succeffion during their Abfence, and which 
were inherited to their Prejudice by other Kindred, whe 
would have excluded them by their Proximity, or with 
whom they would have had a Right to be Sharers, if 
they had ftay’d in our Kingdom. And finally, by the 
Eighth Article of the faid Declaration, in cafe the faid 
Refugees, ar the Children. they carry’d with them, or 
who were born there after their Retreat, did not return 
into the. Kingdom within the Terms, and on the Condi- 
tions above-mention’d, his Majefty pvotested thofe who 
helditheir Eftates in the Prapriety of them, .in fuch man- 
ner, that they could not be molefted for the fame by thofe 
Refugees or their Children under. anyPretence whatfoever, 
ea Condition, that they liy’d exaGly and faithfully in 
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the Profefion and Exercife of the Catholick, Apoftelick 
and Roman Religion, on Pain of forfeiting the whole in 
Cafe of Difobedience: And forafmuch as the Judges may 
be at a Lofs what Sentence to pafs upon fuch as are re- 
turn’d into our Kingdom after fuch Time given, or who 
may return hereafter with a Defign to embrace the Ca- 
tholick Apoftolick and Koman Religion, with Refpeé to 
the Succeffiens which have fallen, or which may fall to 
them after their Abjuration, confidering, that by the 3d 
Article of the faid Declaration, it feems as if the Chil- 
dren of fuch Refugees ought to take Letters of Naturali- 
zation to enable them to inherit, which has not been 
obferv’d hitherto ; We being willing to declare our Inten- 
tion herein, by explaining the faid Article as far as is ne- 
ceflary to enable the Judges to give a more pofitive Deter- 
mination of fuch Difputes which are now or may hereaf- 
ter come before them on this Subjeét, and to engage our 
Subjeéts the more willingly to retura to our Kingdom 
and to their Obedience: For thefe Caufes, and others, 
us thereunto moving, we, by the Advice of our Privy 
Council, have by thefe Prefents, fign’d with our own 
Hand, faid, declar’d, and ordain’d, and we do hereby 
fay, declare, and ordain, as follows: 

I. We will that the faid Declaration of the 29th of De- 
cember, 1698, be executed according to its Form and 
Tenor, and in Confequence, that if thro” the Fault of 
the faid French Refugees, the Children whom they car- 
ry’d into Foreign Countries, or who were born there after 
their Retreat, have not return’d within the Term there- 
in prefcribed, their Kindred remaining in France, thall 
peaceably enjoy theEftates which they were fent to poffefs 
(on Condition neverthelefs of behaving themfelves well 
in the Catholick A poftolick and Roman Religion, on Pain 
of being depriv’d thereof) in fuch Manner as not to be 
molefted in the faid Eftates and Succeffions devolv’d be- 
fore their Return, by fuch of our Subjeéts as are return’d, 
or may hereafter return to our Kingdom, even tho’ they 
fatisfy’d the Conditions of the faid Declaration of Decem- 
ber, 29, 1698, which in this Refpect thall be punétually 
executed. 

II. We intend neverthelefs, That our Subjests who re- 
tir’d out of our Kingdom for the Caufe of Religion, and 
who return’d not ’till after the Expiration of the Term 
mention’d in the faid Declaration ; or who fhall return 
hither hereafter, and on Failure thereof, the ee 
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which they carry’d abroad with them, or which were 
orn in foreign Countries, may be admitted to the Suc- 
cefions devolv’d to them fince their Return, and after 
their Oath of Fidelity and Abjuration, or which {hall 
devolve to them hereafter, without being obliged to ob- 
tain Letters of Naturalization ; declaring, that they have 
no Need thereof, cortfidering that we fhall look upon 
them as our faithful Subjeéts from the very Moment 
after they have comply’d with our Intentions, on Condi- 
tion neverthelefs, that they bring Certificates in due 
Form, of their good Behaviour in the Catholick A pofto- 
ick and Roman Religion, And after having thus ex- 
lain’d, as far as was neceflary, the Third Article of the 
aid Declaration of December 29, 1698, we forbid all man- 
ner of Perfons to give them any Trouble or Hindrance s 
and onthe other Hand, command all the Judges to take 
Care, that on the Obfervance of the above Conditions, 
they may enjoy the Effeét of our -prefent Declaration. 
This is our Command, Gc. 





A Declaration of the Moft Chriftian King, prohibiting his 
Subjests of the Reformed Religion to fell any Eftates 
without the King’s Leave, during the Term of Three Years. 
Dated at Verfailles, February the 7th, 1726. 


Re Aeae by the Grace of God, &c. Having by our 
¢ Declaration of the 18th of February, 1723, prohi- 
bited fuch of our Subjests as were of the pretended Re- 
form’d Religion, to fell their Eftates Real and Perfonal, 
duting the Term of three Years without Leave, and 
thinking it meet to renew the faid Prohibition during the 
faid Terms. For thefe Caufes, and others, us thereunto 
Moving, by the Advice of our Privy Council, we have 
faid' and declared, and by thefe Prefents fign’d with our 
Hand, we fay, declare, order and require, and it pleafeth 
us, that the preceding Declarations be executed according 
to their Form and Tenor; and in Uniformity thereto, 
we have, and do moft exprefly forbid fuch of our Subjects 
as profefs the pretended Reform’d Religion, to fell, du- 
ring the Term of three Years, reckoning from the t2th 
of March next, fuch Real or Perfonal Eftates which be- 
long to them; without Leave firftobtain’d from us bya 
Writ to be difpatch’d by one of our Secretaries of State 
and Orders, for the Sum of 3000 Livres and upwards, 


and: from the Intendants or Commiffioners appointed for 
Oo the 
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the Execution of our Orders, into the Generality or Pro- 
vince where they are refident, for Sums under 3000 
Livres. 

We likewife forbid our faid Subjests to difpofe of their 
Real or Perfonal Eftate by Donation among the Living, 
during the faid three Years, unlefs it be in Favour, and 
by the Marriage-Contraéts of their Children and Grand- 
Children, or of their Prefumptive Heirs living in the 
Kingdom, for want of Defcendants in a dire&t Line. 

We have declar’d, and do declare null and void, all 
the Settlements which our faid Subjetts may make of 
their Real or Perfonal Eftates, either in Whole or in 
Part among the Living, together with all Contra&ts, Ac- 
quittances, and other Aéts which fhall be pafs’d by Rea- 
fon thereof, during the faid three Years, to the Prejudiee, 
and in Fraud of thofe now in being. 

Wealfodeclare null the Contraéts of Barter or Exchange, 
whieh our faid Subje&ts may make during the faid Term, 
in Cafe that they depart ofr Kingdom ; and if it fhould 
happen that the Things which they receive in Exchange, 
are one Third lefs worth than thofe they give; we will 
and require, That when the Eftates of our faid Subje&ts 
fhall be fold in Execution, affign’d over by them to their 
Creditors, towards the Payment of their Debts, within 
the faid three Years, the faid Creditors may not have 
Favour or Pretence ’till they. produce the Contra& in due 
Form, together with the Titles of their Debts, before 
thofe Perfons who make out the fuid Orders, nor receive 
the Price thereof, nor recover the whole or Part of the 
faid Eftates in Payment of the Sums to them due, ’till 
they have perfonally fworn before the Judge who makes 
out the Order, if they are profecuted by Law, or before 
the Judge Royal of the Place, if they live amicably, 
that their Debts are good, and aftually due to them, the 
whole, on the Penalty of forfeiting the Sums by them re- 
ceiv’d, or the Goods and Chattels which fhall be affign’d 
tothem, in cafe that the Titles by them produc’d, or 
the Affirmations by them made, do not prove true, 


&c. 





To thefe we will add the following remarkable Piece 
that was publith’d at Paris, to fhew the Neceflity the Go- 


vernment was under, of impofing the Tax of Two per 
Cent. 


Manifefte 
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Manifefto, relating to the State of the Finances of France. 


E gead France has enjoy’d Peace for Ten Years toge- 

ther, yet the Finances were in a worfe Condition 
at the Clofe of the Year 1723, than they werein 1715, 
at the End of along and unfortunate War, which had coit 
fuch prodigious Sums. 

In the Month of September, 1715, when the late King 
dy’d, the Principal paying Intereft amounted but to a 
thoufand Millions ; befides which, there were 580 Mil- 
lions of current Debts, as well for Advances made by 
the Receivers-General and Undertakers, as for feveral 
Paper-Effe&ts, which have been reduc’d to 250 Millions, 
and acquitted by State-Notes ; fo that there remtain’d due 
in all 1250 Millions. 

At the End of 1723, after ,ten Years Peace, and after 
fuch an Enquiry as had been Made in 1716,by the Cham- 
ber of Juftice, to fink the National Debts, it was found, 
that the afore-mention’d Debts not enly fubfifted, but 
‘were even increafed 685 Millions beyond what they were 
in 1715. 

This Increafe of Debts both in Principal and Arrears, 
has its Rife in the India Company’s Undertakings, which 
however, had no other Aim but to eafe the State; but the 
Succefs having not anfwer’d the Expeétation, it is ufelefs 
to revive the Idea thereof. *Tis too well remember’d, 
that at the Clofe of the Year 1720, the Subjetts were 
overloaded with a numberlefs Quantity of Paper-Effetts 
of all Sorts, which had been introduc’d by unlawful 
Means, and which, as being of a Chimerical Value, had 
no Credit. The India Company found themfelves ex- 
haufted by the Lofs of the Stock of their Propietors, and 
funk under the Weight of the immenfe Debts they had 
contraéted with the Publick. 

Mott of the Families in the Kingdom were ruin’d by 
the Lofs of their ancient Eftates, and the Acquifition of 
new Effeéts, and the old Creditors of the State were con- 
founded with the Bearers of the new Bonds, which had 
coft them nothing. The Regency fought out Means to 
get outof this Labyrinth by the Vifa of the Effects, and 
other Calculations, when it was found there were Bank 
Bills for 3070 Millions ; that the Effects difpofed among 
the Publick, amounted to 3000 Millions, including the 
Price of the Aétions on the Foot the Proprietors declar’d 
they had paid forthem; and the India Gompany had lott 
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1470 Millions, either by the Purchafe and the Converfion 
of the A&tions into Bank Bills, or by other Managements, 
moft of which were approv’d of by the Regency. ' 

After having fhewn the Lofs the India Company had 
futtain’d of 1470 Millions, the Manifefto fets forth the 
Meafures they have been driven to, to remedy it. They 
make it appear how the State Debts had encreas’d from 
the Year 1715, to 1723, 685 Millions, and 12,600,000 
Livres of Arrears; befides, that they were depriv’d of 
the Farm of Tobacco, after which, they ftate the cur- 
rent Debts and Quantity of Species. 

In 1715, the Rents due for certain Terms were acquit- 
ted, and all the current Debts were reduc’d to 250 Mil- 
lions in State-Bills. In 1723, there were due 43 Mil- 
lions, as well for Rents in Arrear, as for other Sums in- 
cumbent upon the Royal Treafury, without including 
the Salaries, 

In 1715, when the Marl of Silver was worth but 28 
Livres, the Regency made a great Advantage upon the 
Species}; fince, during thecight Years, the King profited 
352-Millions, by exceflively raifing the Silver, the Price 
of which was carry’d even to 120 Livres the Mark 5 
which has at the fame Time brought upon the Subjetts 
jnexpreflible Loffes by the Species that have been counter- 
feited in Foreign Countries. 

In 1723, The State fuffered an unavoidable Lofs by the 
lowering of the Species, which were ftill at 69 Livres 
od Mark. This lowering was neceffary to remedy the 

vils occafion’d by the preceding Raifings, and to enable 
the Troops to live and cloath themfelves upon their Pay, 
which could not be done before, and which was the true 
Reafon why, in a Kingdom fo populous as France is, 
Soldiers could fearce be rais’d. This Diminution was 
made likewife with an Eye to do Juflice to the State 
Creditors, who, by the Reduétion of the Rents of. Five 
and Four, to Two one Half per Cent. did not receive One 
per Cent. for their Loans, which however had been of fo 
great a Service to the King during his long and charge- 
able Wars. Upon thefe Motives, the Mark of Silver 
wag reduc’d in 1724, to 41 Livres rod. On the firft of 
* seen of the fame Year, there was in the Cafhes of 

aris, and the Provinces, a Capital of 54 Millions, 
whereof 43 were due for the Arrear of Rents, befides 
the Salaries: That very Year 29 Millions were paid in 
Part of thofe 43, and the lowering of the Species pro- 
duc’d a Lofs of 40 Millions, At the fame Time a good 
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Order was introduc’d for the Receipt and Payment ofthe 
King’s Revenues, and thus ended the Year 1724. 

The lowering of the Species has banifh’d them out of 
the Commerce, and obftru&ted their Circulation for a 
while, as it commonly happens in the like Cafes. Hence 
it is, That neither the Revenues nor the Funds will be 
fuffcient this Year, for the ordinary Expences, which 
are always the fame, and do not vary as the Receipt and 
Incomes. 

As the Circulation of the Species inccreafes by De- 
grees upon the lowering of the fame, there is Ground to 
hope, that they will grow more plentiful every Day, and 
that the Revenues next Year will! not fall fo fhortas thofe 
of the prefent. : 

Befides the Diminution of the faid Revenues, which 
mutt be indifpenfably made good to bear the Expences of 
this prefent Year, there are ftill 14 Millions to be paid 
for the Arrears of 1723, and about 8 Millions for thofe 
of 17243 add to this, that the Imfanta’s Journey, the 
fettling of the Queen’s Houfhold, and the King’s Mar- 
riage, will be fo many extraordinary Expences. Such 
are the prefent Exigences of the State, which will be 
ftill increafed by the Augmentation of the King’s Forces, 
and the ftoring of the Magazines upon the Frontiers of 
the Kingdom ; a Precaution judg’d highly neceffary by 
the Government to fecure the State from any unjuft At- 
tempts againft it, as well as to have wherewithal to vi- 
G&tual the Troops in Cafe of a Scarcity of Cern, to the 
End that the Growth of the Provinces may folely ferve 
for the Ufe of the Subjeéts, 

As all thofe Wants could not be fupply’d without fpee- 
dy and extraordinary Supplies, the Government was 
obliged to eftablith the Tax of the joyful Acceflion to the 
Crown, which fer the Eafe of the Subjeéts, would have 
been fuperfeded,but for the prefentJun€ture of A ffairs. The 
Council has likewife been obliged tocreate new Freedoms 
of Trade on Occafion of the King’s Marriage, and to de- 
mand an Augmentation of Farm Money of the Recei- 
vers of the Domains and Forefts,; Gc. by which different 
Ways and Méans not only all the current Expences will 
be paid, but likewife the Arrears. 

As to what relates to the future, the Government pro« 
vides for it by twe Methods, which will not be burthen- 
fome to the Publick. Firft by retrenching fevera! cone 
fiderable Artieles of ordinary Expences ; and afterwards 
by a Scheme made to improve by good Husbandry, fome 
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Parts of the Revenues, without any additional Charge 
to the Subjeéts. Thefe two Methods, which are owing 
to a good Order in the Adminiftration, will produce a 
fure Increafe of 12 Millions a Year, which will be ap- 
ply’d to maintain the Troops to be augmented, and te 
pay feveral Charges unprovided for ; befides ail this, it 
is but natural to reftore the Circulation of the Species, 
and to provide againft fuch confiderable Decreafes of the 
Revenues for the future. Regard muft be likewife had 
to the Payment of the ordinary Expences, the Arrears of 
Rents, and other Incumbrances, which mutt be look’d 
upon as indifpenfable Charges. Thefe Remedies have 
been found for the Deficiencies of the Impofts, and other 
Royal Duties during the Courfe of this Year. The 
King’s Magazines will be filled, the Frontiers fecur’d, 
and the Troops augmented, net in Order to begin a War, 
but to put ourfelves in a Cendition of Defence, and to 
let the Neighbouring Powers fee that we are upon our 
Guard by the Precautions that have been taken, and 
which will convince every Body that the Tranquillity of 
the Kingdom is owing to the fame. 

Notwithftanding all which, the State would ftill be in- 
debted 1950 Millions Principal, and 51 Millions, 500,000 
Livres Arrears; a prodigious Weight, and which could 
not but end in its utter Ruin, if Endeavours fhould not 
be ufed to leffen the fame. The King’s Revenues would 
always be abforb’d by paying the Arrears; his Majefty 
would never have any of his Funds cleared, and the 
Subje&ts would always be overloaded with Impofts, with- 
out Hopes of Relief, Thefe are the Evils which got to 
fuch a Head in the Years 1719, and 1720, and which 
mutt be remedy’d, in Order to flrengthen the Kingdom, 
to fecure the Property of the Subjetts, to reftore publick 
Credit, and tu eafe the People of the heavy Taxes, and 
make them happy. If the Means made Ufe of for that 
Purpofe is gentle and moderate ; if the moft-folid Reve- 
nues of the Subjeéts contribute in a juft Proportion to- 
wards difcharging that Burthen, nobody will have Rea- 
fon to complain ; the rather, fince every one, by con- 
tributing to the Support of the State, contributes at the 
fame Time to his own Prefervation, and to that of his 
Revenues of what Kind foever. 

The Impofition of Two per Cent. upon the Revenues 
of Lands, Houfes, and Immoveables, has been taught us 
by the Republick of Holland. Our Country People are 
enough loaded by the Poll-Tax,and have very little Share 
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in the Rents which the King owes and pays. The Pof- 
feffors of immoveable Goods ought to be called upon to 
aflift and eafe the State. ‘Fhis is the Reafon why the Go- 
vernment has eftablifh’d the Tax of Two per Cent. for 
the Term of twelve Years. Tis not the Quality of Per- 
fons, but that of Poffeflions that furnith this Subfidy ; 
and it will reach only thofe who are in a Condition to 
contribute towards it. They are thofe who will reap 
the Benefit of this Impofition ; forafmnch as the Pro- 
du& thereof will be folely employ’d to the Difcharge of 
the Principals paying Rents. Thefe Reimburfements, 
which will be made every fix Months, will effest a 
quick Circulation of the Specics, fo that the Principals 
being put out again at Five per Cent. the Sums which the 
King will have reimburfed, may be lent to private 
Perfons. Thus the Subjeéts are nearly concern’d in the 
Reduftion of the King’s Debts, to improve their Rents, 
employ theif Money in Trade-and in their Families. 

Tho’ all this is clear and evident to a Conviction, yet 
the Publick can hardly be brought to a Belief that the 
Produ&t of Two per Cent. will be faithfully applied to 
fink the Principals. But this is no Argument that we 
fhould not undertake it. The more Inftances deftructive 
of publick Credit, has been feen hitherto, the more care- 
ful and exaét ought the Government to be to keep firm 
to their Promifes, thereby to reflore that Confidence fo 
highly neceffary, and.to. make a moderate Ufe of it for 
the Advantage of the State. ”Tis moft certain, That the 
Beginning of Reimburfements affords Means to continue 
them, and to put the King in a Condition to anfwer all 
the extraordinary Expences, without diverting the Pro- 
duct of Two per Cent. from its firft Defign. 

The Reimburfements of theCapitals will difcharge every 
Year Sums aflign’d upon the ordinary Revenues for the 
Payment of the Arrears, and every Year fome Annuities 
will fink by the Death of the Proprietors; and confe- 
quently, the Funds thus difincumbred, and which will 
increafe confiderably. every Year, will ferve to clear 
other Funds; fo that in prefling Cafes, the King would 
find a fufficient Refource in this Branch of his Revenue 
when clear’d; and in Order to increafe them {till more 
and more, it is his Intereft to apply inviolably the Two 
per Gent. to their defign’d Ufe, in which the King’s 
and the Subje&ts Intereft perfettly agree ; and which 
ought to bea great Motive to gain the Confidence of the 
Publick, 
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N the 1ft of September, 1726 N. Sv (21ft of Auguf 
O O.S.) a moft dreadful Earthquake happen’d at Pa- 
lermo, the Capital of this Kindom; of which we can- 
not give a more authentick Account than is contain’d in 
the following Abftract of Letters written by the Prince 
of Ruffatano,.Governer of Palermo, and the. Prefident 
Drago, 2 Magiftrate of that City: Which Abftra& ha- 
ving been.communicated to Cardinal Althan, Viceroy 
of Naples, he caufed the fame to be printed thete,.as fol- 
lows: 


Moft Eminent Lord; 

HE Prince de Raffutano, Governor of the City of 

Palermo, acquaints me by an Exprefs, and by Let- 
ters of the ift Inftant, with the unhappy News of an 
Earthquake which happen’d there that Night at Four a- 
Clock, according to the Italian Computation, and-expref- 
fes the great Damage done to Buildings, and the terrible 
Confufion of the Inhabitants, without giving any P—arh- 

—gulars, becaufe he wrote but two Hours after the deplo- 

rable and tragical Event. He only tells me, that feve- 
ral Houfes near the Church Mifericordia at CafJaro, others 
in the Tallowchandlers Street at Piperito, and fome to- 
wards the Foundery, have been quite overturn’d, and 
that it was computed about 1500 Perfons were bury’d un- 
der their Ruins; that juft as he was writing, it was 
reckon’d many mere had the fame Fate, ill News coming 
in every Moment, and particularly, that the Princefs 
de Rocca Palomba, Mother in Law to the Marquefs de St. 
Marine, dy’d grafping her Nephew in her Arms. 

He alfo writes to me on the 2d Inftant, and by an Exe 
prefs (the Circumftances juft then beginning to be known) 
that feveral Quarters of the Town were in great Danger, 
efpecially that from the Gate to the Plain of Piperito. 
That on the Sea Side the whole Ifland of Houfes which

_Mifericardia, the, Ruins are enough to fetch Tears from 
all Beholders, whole Ranks of Houfes and Sho ps being 
thrown down and. reduc’d to Heapsof Rubbifh: That 
the Damage is altogether as great at the Palace of the 
Duke of Montalba, where the fecond Story fell, and 
_snuth’d many of the Domefticks to Death, It was much 
_ the fame in the Streets of Ferrara and Giardinazno, 
where the Convent and.Ghurch of the Reform’d Au- 
_ gAftins were very much damag’d, but none of the Fryars 
dy’d. That the Front of the Marquefs de Rufacai’s Houle 
- fell upon a Centinel of the German Piquet and crufh’d him 
_Ato\Pieces. That the Damage is not to be computed in 
the Places already mention’d ; the Royal. Palace has far’d 
amuch worfe thanthe, reft, it being as it were uninhabita- 
ble, the Galleries, Halls, "Be. being quite thrown down, 
the Stair-Gafe laid open, the great Hal! broke through 
ctbyia Ghaih which feil upon it of Twelve Hundred 
Weight, the Houfes which were upon the great Gallery 
«¢ feem:rrady to fall, andare a€tually abandon’d by the In- 
<chabitants. In fhort one whole Side. of the Tennis-Court 
Wall ig thrown dawn; and the Roof of the Cathedral car- 
iry'd away. 
.« “fEhisvis what I shave Jearn’d from. the Prince de Ruffu- 
tano, who, fo great was the Confufion and Defolation,

I thought that fo tragical an Event deferved to be com- 
municated to your Eminency. I have wrote to the Prince 
de Ruffuttano, to let me know if the Earthquake has been | 
felt fince, that I might repair to Palermo without Delay, 
to give the neceflary Orders. . 

While I am writing to your Eminency a Letter is come 
to my Hand from the Prefident Drago, who tells me, 
That for twenty-four Hours paft they have not felt the 
leaft Shock, contrary to the Cuftom of the Earthquakes 
in that Country, which at fuch Times come on again 
with Shocks that are more terrible. 

In our -prefent Sorrow this Intelligence gives us Joy, 
and I impart it to your Excellency as very good News.’ 

The faid Prefident tells me further, That he has made 
great Provifion for the Town ; that he has reinfore’d the 
Guard upon the Prifoners, to hinder them from undefta-

By private Lettersof the Tenth from Palermo, I hear, 
that before the Earthquake a frightful Murmur was heard 

- in the Air, which continu’d for above aQuarter‘of am 
Hour, to the Aftonifiment of all that obferv’d: it; the 
~- Sky being ferene and clear, without Clouds, Wind,’ or 
any Appearance of bad Weathers that about’ Four-:a- 

- Clock in the Evening, two Chevrons of Fire:were feen, 
one towards /a Rennelle, the other towards Cape Zafrana, 
which drew over the Town, from whence after a few 
Minutes, they were born towards the ‘Sea with fo much 
Violence, that there they funk into'the Water, andiwere 
no more feen. This is the Account given by the Crew of 
2 Ship which wasnear the Harbour, and which narrowly 
-mifs’d being deftroy’d by it in their Paflage, in. which 

‘they faw the Bottom of the Sea, at the Place where 
’ the Chevrons of Fire fell. in, after which the Earth- 
quake began. | ' 

At firft it was nothing more than a trembling of the 

‘Earth without any Shocks, but on’a fudden it chang’d 

.- into irregular Motions, leaping and dancing as’ it. were 
-- for the Space of two Pater-nofters. 10% 

« One may venture to fay that a fourth Part of the Town 

s-in Ruins, -and the reft fo much ruin’d, that "tis not ba- 
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bitable, fo that the People are retir’d, Part before the Pa- 
Jace upon the Marine, before the Metropolis and the Pipe- 
rito, and the reft are in the open Country, where they 
have built, Barrcks as well as they could out of the 
Ruins of that unhappy City, whofe Shops are all fhut up, 
and no Body to be feen, 

The only Remark to be made upon the whole is, That 
fince that Day the People have chang’d their Lives, being 
not fo .diffolute, but more humble and penitent ; that 
there are Procefians every Hour of the Day, at which 
Fryars go barefoot with Scourges in their Hands, as well 
as the Flogging Fryars, and the other Congregations ; 
that. the Ladies drefs in Mourning, wear Crowns of 
Thorns on their Heads, and Jath themfelves ’till the Blood 
comes. Every Body agrees that this was a Punifhment 
intended only for Palermo, and that in this Inftance God 
has given vifible Marks of his{ Wrath and Vengeance 
againft the Extravagance of its Inhabitants, becaufe no 
other Part of the Kingdom has fuffer’d. The Number 
of the Dead dug up, amounts to 1200, and we fhall here- 
after be able to give your Eminency a more circumitan- 
_ tial Account.

We* cannot give a better or more authentick Ac- 
V count of the true State of Affairs in this King- 
dom, than by inferting the following Journal of the Pro- 
ceedings of the General Diet of Poland held at Grodno in 
Lithuania. 


Fournal of the General Diet of the States of Poland and 
ont Lithuania. 
O N Saturday the 28th of September, 1726 (N.S.) the 
| Diet was open’d purfuyant to the Writs. The King 
went on Foot from his Palace crofs the great Square tothe 
Cathedral béing preceded by the Knighted Nuncio’s, the 
Senators Temporal. and Spiritual, and the Primate ; the 
Marfhals walk’d immediately before the King, holding 
eir Marfhal-Staffs upright: His Majefty was follow’d 
the:Great Chamberlain of the Crown, the Referenda 
, pret acamtige oe Ppa’ 4 yies 
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ries, the Commander of 1200 Guards, fome Officers, the 
reft of the Court, and twenty-four Life-Guards. The 
Paffage from the Church-Gate to' the Throne ereéted near 
the Altar, was lin’d by a Detachment of Life-Guards. 
After Divine Service was over, his Majefty return’d to 
his Palace in the fame Order ; them the Marfhal of the 
Dyet and the Nuncio’s retir’d into their Chamber. The 
Marfhal after having harangu’d the Nuncio’s, and fpo- 
ken much in the King’s Praife, thank’d them for their 
Meeting together to concert Meafures about the prefent 
Affairs bat firft of all he invited them to wait upon his 
Majefty, and to thank him for his paternal Cares. Al 
the Nuncio’s readily agreed to it except the Staroft d’Opoc- 
ano, and the Nuncio de Samogitia, who maintain’d, ° t 
* fince the ordinary Diets ought to be held every other 
© Year, and to begin the Monday after Michacimas, they 
© could not confent to any Prolongation of the preceding 
© Diet, which fhould end to Day.” The Nuncio Kar- 
wowskioppofed that Motion, urging, * That the Nuncio’s 
© themfel ves had agreed to the Limitation of the laft Diet, 
“which now thefe two Deputies would not reaffume : 
© That the ordinary Dyet which fhould commence on 
“ Monday, could ftiil be held Years hence without any 
‘ Prejudice to the Alternative; whereby the Dutchy of 
© Lithuania will maintain their Right; and that if the 
© refuming of the Diet were to end to-Day, two Years 
© would pafs without deliberating upon Affairs fo urgent 
© as thofe to be treated with the foreign Minifters, befides 
© many other Concerns which muft be regulated and deci- 
“ded.” The Nuncio’s, after having confulted there pon 
among themfelves above an Hour, agreed at laft, That 
before any thing elfe,a Project of a Regulation fhould be 
made, enafting, That the refuming of this Diet fhall 
be of no Prejudice to the Alrernative which fhould bw 
held here two Years hence ; and that the Limitations of 
the Diets fhould be abolifh’d for ever; which dene, they: 
would go next Monday to wait upon the King, and hear 
the Votes. of-the Senators. Andthen the Diet was limi- 
ted to Monday. .On the 29th, being Sunday, the Lérd& 
and Grandeés vilited one another. The Affemblies be- 
gan that Day at;Court, where there will be two every 
Week, viz. Sundays and Thurfdays. ; 

On Monday (the 30th) the Marfhal of the Dyet, after 
having open’d the Sefion, invited the Nuncio’s to go 
and wait upon the King, adding, * That the Projet ry 
* Regard to the Alternative of the future Diet, and con- 

: * cerning 
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: cerning the Limitation that had been fpoken of the Sa- 

turday before, was ready to be read to the Chamber ;° 
Whereupon Count Offolinski infinuated, ‘ That before 
* proceeding to any other Matters and, even before read~ 
* ing of the Proje&t, they ought to wait upon the King, 
‘ and befeech his Majeity to fixa Time for the Determi- 
* nation of the Reaffumption of the Diet.’ Several Nun- 
cio’s were of the fame Opinion ; but mention’d at the 
fame Time the particular Interefls of their Palatinates. 
The Nuncio’s of Lomza and’ of: Wilna advis’d to adjourn 
the Seffion *till the next Day ; and defir’d the Martha! to 
go tothe King in the mean Time, and requeft to know 
the Time that the Diet was. to laft; adding, that after 
that they would wait on the King, and hear the Opi- 
nion of the Senators. 

On the tft of Oétober, the Diet being met, the Mar- 
thal reported; That he had ask’d the King how long the 
prefent Diet was to laft, but that his Majefty would 
not determine any thing in that Refpe&t, without con- 
fulting with the States thereupon, and ‘that he re- 
ferr’d that Determination to the Body of the Diet. Up- 
on this warm Debates arofe: Some propos’d the Read- 
ing of the Proje&t ; others gave their Opinions in Re- 
gard to the vacant Offices, amd concerning the Duration 
of the Diet, and others again were for deliberating on 
other’ Matters. At laftit was agreed to read the Projett, 
but.on Condition, that after that, no other Affairs fhould 
come into Debate, except thofe abovemention’d. The 
Proje&t was read accordingly, and then the Staroft of O- 

¢xno’ ‘would have engag’d the other Nuncio’s to treat of 
the Affairs they had in their Infirutions. All who had 
fpokém, recommended different Matters, “till the Nun- 
clo of Pofnaniaendeavour’d to engage all the other Nun+ 
cio’s to enter upon the Affair of Courland, accufing the 
Great Gerieral of Lithuania of the Crime of Perduellium 
(being engag’d in a@tual War againft them) He had no 
foonér utter’d ‘the Word, than fuch of the Nuncio’s as 





. were Friends to the Great’General interrupted him, and 


making a great Noife in feveral Places of the Chamber, 
the Marfhal thought fit to adjourn the Diet “till next 
Day. -' : 
On the 2d, at the Opening of the Seffion, the Marfhat 
reprefentéd to them in a few Wotds, That it-was but rea 
fonable, that they fhould difcharge their Duty, and do 
whafthey fad agreed upon the’ 30th of September, means 
ing that they ought to goand wait on the King : Count 

. Of Olinski 
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Ovfolinski'and feme other Nuncio’s agreed to it. 'M,Wolon- 
kiewietx, Nuncio ot Starodub, fpoke in Excufe of the 
Great General of Lithuania, and ufing fome warm Ex- 
preffions againft M. Sokoinicki, Nuncio of Pofnania, who 
had inveigh’d moit bitterly againft that General, this 
put the Chamber into an Uproar, as it were, for above 
three Hours: Some'were for bringing M. Wolodkiewicz: 
to his Tryal; others juitify'd him, adding, That he, 
eught-to be permitted to go on with his Speech ; and 
then it would be Time to Judge him: But after this, 
M. Wolodkiewiecz had reprefented, that it was never in 
his Thoughts to give any Offence to M. Sokolnicki, or to 
caufe the Adjournment of. the Sefion, which ought to 
have begun by the Continuance of the Difcourfe of 
M. Wolodkiewicz, who had been interrupted in his 
Speech. — 

On the 3d, before the Seffion began, the Nuncio’s Sokol- 
nicki and Wolodkiewicz, were reconciled, and protefted 
Friendfhip to one another: The Marthal infifted anew 
upon the ufual Formalities of a Deit, according te 
which they ought to wait upon the King. : Moift of the 
Nuncio’s were for deliberating thereupon ; but theCham- 
berlain de Sorhaezew faid, ‘ That indeed it was fit they 
* fhould wait upon the King, but it was ftill more necef- 
©fary to fee the Affair of Courland redrefs’d, by referring 
* itto the great Wifdom of the Primate and the Marthal, 
* in. Hopes that his Majefty, affifted by.their wholefome 
© Advice, will find out Means to fatisfy the States; and 
“ashe knew that the Courlanders had already. been fum- 
© mon’d, he defir’d the Houfe may be inférm’d,in what 
© Terms the Summons have been drawn up,» The Re- 
gent of the Crown faid hereupon.’ ‘ That his Majefty 
“had nothing more at Heart than the publick: Good, 
“whereof. he had given many Proofs: within, .thefe 
* ten Years, fince by his Paternal Care, he has deliver’d 
* Courland from foreign Troops, and that to maintain it 
£ in itsancient' State, far from defigning to alienate the 
* fame, as fome would infinuate it, the Inftruétions fent 
“to Embaffadors at the Czzrian Court; the Letters and 
© many other. Documents, will be fufficient Vouchers, 
“ that the King has always had at Heart the Prefervation 
© OF that’ Ptovince ; and that ‘even in the prefent Cafe, 
© he had fent. Refcripts to forbid the Courlanders to pro- 
ceed to ar Eleftion ; neither ought they to find Fault 
*that the refuming of the Dict had been fomewhat de- 
*lay’d, {eeing fome Time was requir’d for holding Con, 
bai NVI ND "© ferences 
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¢ ferences with ‘the. foreign Minitters,-in order to take 
¢ proper Meafures t6idefeat the Defigns of the Li-aficcied ; 
¢ that ‘his Majefty fhould be moit humbly thank’dfor abl 
© this; and that they may depend upon it, his Majefty 
© would never ifuffer fuch a Province as Courland to re- 
‘'ceive any Prejudice. : 

Several Nuncio’s approv’d the Regent’s Speech, and 
corroborated it with fome Arguments of their own. 
Some inveigh’d anew againft the:Great General of Lithu- 
avia, but were inftantly taken up by others ; and as this 
Matter might have put both Parties into a Ferment, the 
Nuncio Wyzyké thought fit to reprefent, © That the Great 
© General had a Right to»punifh M. Karp, as an Officer 
©of his Army; andthat without any further Difcuffion, 
‘ it was evident, the Great General had been wanting 
© in his Duty 3 but that this could be remedy’d by fum- 
© moning and trying him ; And that he did not queftion 
© but his Majefty would condefcend to make void the E- 
© Je&tion of Count Maurice.’ Atthe fame Time he !aunch- 
© ed out in his Majefty’s Praife, alledging, * That by the 
© bare Renown of his Valour and Glory, he had: got fo 
* many. Countries, namely, Caminiec, Part of Podolia, of 
“the Palatinates of Cxrernithowie and Smolenko; and that 
© he had vanquifh’d the moft formidable Enemies; fo 
© that there was no Reafon to fear, but he would like- 
© wife bring the Courlanders to Reafon.” After which, he 
. {propofed a Diet on Horfeback, purfuant to the Pata 

Conventa; and that in the mean Time, the Projeéts about 
Courland; andthe lafting of the, Diet might be drawn up. 
And Jaftly, “he advis’d to compliment the King and hear 
the Senators. . 

The. Nuncio’s d’Uxiepsky:and Kalich faid, ¢ That nei-

* put. into his Head the Affair of the Election, were guil 
© ty and ought to be try’d. i S bigty 

M.;Mokganowski, the; Nuncio of War/aw after having 
thank’d. the; King’s Minifters, and particularly the Pri- 
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mate, the High Chancellor, and Count Fleming, for tha- 
ving. conftantly.aflifted the King, an fupported the Inte- 
eft of the Publick, faid, ‘ That In Juftice the Houfe 
©: fhould fend ‘Deputies to thank thofe Minifters for their 
*: Vigilance.’ . After which, -he defir’d the Minifters to 
keeep at a due Diftance the foreign Minifters 5 and fince 
ino other Minifter has been fent in the Room of Mr. 
Finch, heought at leaft to.change his Condu&t. That as 
“the Pope’s'Nuncio was very rigid with his Inhibitions 
-and Excommunications, to the great Difturbance of the 
“Courts and Tribunals,the Primate, as ‘Legate by his 
Dignity, might as well difcharge the Funéttion of the 
‘Pope’s Nuncio'; and as-to the Affair of Cowrland, he was 
-of the fame Opinion with the others. : 
‘The Nuneio’s of Podlachia, Po/nania, Samogitia and Ha- 
rodub; defix’d that before al] Things they would deter- 
‘minethe Affair of Courlend ;:and they advifed ‘to defire 
-the ‘Primate, the Minifters, and the Deputies of the Con- 
-Hitution; to'draw up, by: the King’s Approbation, aPro- 
sje relating -to Courland, and the lafling of the Dyet, 
and that the next Day the faid Project fhould be read, re- 
ferving to themfelves to make Amendments. * And then 
the Seflion was adjourn’d to the next Day: 
On the 4th of Oétover, the Marfhal reprefented at the 
- opening of the Sefion, that the Proje& concerning Coar- 
land was not vet drawn up, it being an Affair which ought 
to be thoroughly exemin’d: Whereupon he adjourn’d the 
Seffion to the next Day. - 
On the 5th, the Marfhal open’d the Seffion,:and faid, 
* That according to Order Of the laft Limitation, he would 
* read the Projeét of the Conftitution concerning: the Af- 
* fairs of Courland, defiring’ withal the Nuncio’s: not to 
« ©interrupt- him, and when he had done’ reading, ‘they 
* might each give their Sentiments.” M/ Lmbirtecky Nun- 
cio of : Crernichow having deéfir’d to fpeak, he -was dn- 
fwer’d, that according to ‘Agreement, thig - Day’s Seffion 
was.to begin- with -reading the _Projeét: ‘However, the 
faid Nuncio infifting ftill upon fpeaking, he was:allow’d 
to do it: But it was only with Defign ‘to prévent the 
reading of the Project, pretending, that firft of all, Count 
Maurice ought to depart the Dutchy of Cowrland ;.and ‘by 
this‘ Means he ftop’d the Proceedings of the Diet : And 
though they fpent above three Hours in teprefenting® to 
him, that by reading firft the Projest, ‘they fhould fee 
which Waythis Affair could be terminated, yet he was 
deaf-to.all-the Arguments: they could-offer'to: se 
t 
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that the Marthal was obliged to adjourn the Seffions to 
Monday following, in Hopes that the faid Nuncio of 
Cxernichow would tigen be more traftable. 

On the 6th of O%tober, the Nuncio of Czernichow was 
prevail’d upon no longer to oppofe the reading of the 
Proje& formerly mention’d. The fame Day M. Radzi- 
vil was reconcil’d to the Nuncio Wolodkiewick and his 
Son, at Count de Fleming’s. 

The 7th, the Marfhal began the Seffion with a Speech, 
tending to induce the Nuncio’s to permit the reading of 
the Proje&t relating to Courland, and addrefs’d his Dif. 
courfe chiefly to the Nuncio de Cxernichow, who had 
ftopt the Proceedings of the Diet the Saturday before 
Upon which that Nuncio faid, ‘ That the Reafon why 
‘he ftopt the Proceeding, was to fhew the Power of Li- 
* berum Veto; and as the Marfhal told him on Saturday, 
“that he was not duly eleéted, he would let him fee that 
“he had a Right to ftop the Proceedings.’ He afterwards 
inveigh’d againft the Houfe of Polocki, who without any 
Right get theinfelves chofen Marfhals of the Tribunal, 
though they are Nuncio’s of the Diet; which being not 
allowed, he demanded Satisfastion; meanwhile he per- 
mitted the Projeé&t to be read. Afterthe reading of the 
Proje&, feveral Nuncio’s requir’d Copies thereof, to fee 
whether there might not be fomething wanting. Prince 
Radzivil Micznick of Lithuania, {poke for the firft Time, 
extolling the Mildnefs with which the King govern’d his 
Subjects, and preferv’d publick Peace and Tranquillity ; 
for which they ought to return his Majefty Thanks. M. 
Ofarouski, Nuncio of Cracow, was for having the Houfe 
fit "till ali the Projects were drawn up, in orderto join 
the Senate afterwards, and faid, that this Diet being only 
a reaffum’d one of the laft, the Ceremonies were not fo ef- 
fential, the rather, fince they had already been obferv'd 
at the inning of the Diet at Warfaw; he only with’d 
that the Primate and the Murthal of the Diet would be- 
feech his Majefty to be pleafed to iffuea Diploma to re- 
call Count Maurice from Courland. © Several Nuncio’s, 
and particularly thofe of Chetin, Warfaw, and Laneyca, 
were of the fame Opinion, and recommended divers 
other Interefts, and chiefly, the full Execution of the 
Decree againit the City of Thorn. The Starott Roxenski 
‘was. of a diffetent Sentiment, faying, that they ought 
not to trouble his Majefty about the Diploma, and thut 
#t would’be more expedient to concert with the three 


States the Brecution of the Proje&t; and if then the Se- 
gee , Q4q nators 
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fhould think it convenient, it might be done, but that 
they alone could not pretend to any thing without com- 
municating it to the firft and fecong Orders: To which 
the fame Staroft added, that as to the lafting of the Diet, 
it ought to be fix’d in afull Afflembly. That though his 
Majefty has the Right to fix the Term of the Diet, yet 
he had been pleafed to refer it to the Determination of 
allthe States. Asto what relates to the Vacancies, they 
would fpeak of them after having been with the Senate, 
and that then every one could recommend the Interefts 
of his Palatinate or Diftri&t, purfuant to his Inftruétions. 
Moft of the Nuncio’s approv’d of this Advice, among 
ethers thofe of Podlachia, Lida, Pinsk, and Wielan, M, 
Eperias, Nuncio of Samogitia faid, that his Majefty had a 
Right to deal with Count Maurice as he did formerly with 
the Prince Royal Sobieski, and the Palatine of Ruffia : 
But the Regent of the Crown advifed to treat this Mat- 
ter with more Moderation, affuring, that as foon as the 
Three Orders fhall meet, the King will give them the 
neceffary Infight into that Matter. Laftly, Some Nun- 
cio’s defir'd the Seflion might be limited, and that the 
Projett about Courland be communicated to them, which 
the Marfhal promis’d. 

On the 8th of Oftober, the Marfhal ask’d the Nuncio’s 
their Opinion upon the Project he had communicated to 
them the Day before; upon which the Staroft of Cracow 
faid, that in the Proje&t the Courlanders ought to be rigo- 
roully ufed for their paft Crimes; and that in the mean 
Time, his Majefty ought to be moft humbly defir’d to 
iflucthe Diploma for recalling Count Maurice from Cour- 
dand. Prince Radzjivil would not give his Confent tothe 
Commiffion mention’d in the Projeét, alledging, that the 
Republick had generally fuffer’d very much by fuch like 
Commitlons in Livonia and Prujia, feeing as many Ter- 
ritories have been thereby difmember’d from Poland as 
would have form’d feveral Palatinates ; and that for 
this Reafon Commiffions of fucha Nature were very dan- 
gerous. M.faroczinski, Nuncio of Po/nania, was for be- 
ginning the Projeét by anulling the Eleftion, The Nun- 
cio Nilkonskij would have the Claufe added to the Pro- 
jet, that for the future fuch Attempts in Courland fhould 
be feverely punith’d; that the King’s Diploma for recal- 
Jing Count Maurice, not being fufficient, his Majefty 
fhould be defir’d to give another to the States of the Re- 
publick, to oblige himfelf to make the faid Count re- 
turn, fecing he hasan abfolute Power over him, M. Be- 
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kier fori, Nuncio of Bracklaw, reply’d, that they fhould 
not put the King to that Trouble, fince his Majefty be- 
ing a good Mafter, would find an Expedient to recall 
Count Maurice. M. Uyzicki thew’d afterwards, that the 
King’s Diploma for fuch a Recall, was more neceflary 
than the Projeét, becaufe the Diet may break off before 
the Proje&t be enatted, or the Orders contain’d therein 
put in Execution, whereas the King’s Word would be fuf- 
ficient to remedy thofe Evils. M. Sokolnicki, Nuncio of 
Pofen, teprefented to the Houfe, ‘ That they ought to 
© deal gently with the Courlanders, left the Remedy fhould 
© prove worfe than the Difeafe; the rather, fince Cour- 
© land is not without Support, and they might thew their 
© Teethin cafe they fhould be treated with Rigour ; for 
© the reft, he clofed with the other Nuncio’s, defiring the 
© Marthal to intreat his Majefty to iffue the faid Diplo- 
ma.’ To which the Marfhal anfwer’d, That he would 
take this Commiffion upon him, but that it fhould be the 
Jaft, for that he durft not importune the King with mere 
Affairs, feeing the Houfe has not yet paid the Refpefis 
= to his Majefty, and fo he adjourn’d them to the next 
ay. 

On the oth, at the opening of the Seffion, the Marfhal 
faid; that he wanted Words to exprefs the great Goodnefs 
the King has fhewn in granting the defir’d Diploma, 
though they had not as yet acquitted themfelves of their 
Duty towards his Majefty, which he did to convince 
thém, that his paternal Care had nothing elfe in View 
but the publick Good ; and fince the King has thus gi- 
ven his Declaration for iffluing the Diploma, it was moft 
jutt and reafonable they fhould now wait upon his Maje- 
fty, and thank him for this high Favour, and recommend 
themfelves to the Continuance of his Royal Benevolence. 
The Marfhal having upon this read the Declaration, the 
Nuncio Sokolnicki launch’d likewife out into the King’s 
Praife, faying, That his Majefty by his Paternal Kinds 
refs, had remov’d all thofe Stumbling Blocks which hi- 
therto had interrupted the Courfe of the publick Confu)- 
tations, and that it was butjuft they fhould thank him 
for it. He mov’d at the fame Time, whether ‘it would 
not be proper to defire his Majefty to have it inferted in 
the Diploma, ‘ That he promifes to recall Count Mau 
© rice, without ever permitting him to return to Courlard s 
© andthat he would get thofe try’d who had a Hand in 
© this Affair.” The other Nuncio’s found this juit. and 
confented to ask it of the King:°The fame Deputy mowed 
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likewife, that the Nuncio’s Sentiments fhould be ask’d a- 
bout the Term of the Diet; but the latter defir’d the 
Marfhal to fix it, to which they would ftand ; where- 
upon the Marfhal propos’d the Term of fix ks, 
to which almoft the whole Houfe confented; but as 
fome were for limiting the Seffion to four Weeks, they 
debated above an Hour upon that Queftion, and as they 
could not agree, the Marthal defir’d them to refalve a- 
bout it among themfelves in private; and after having 
invited them to give the next Day their Votes about 
the Vacancies, and go afterwards to wait upon the King, 
he adjourn’d the Houfe. 


The King of Polaad’s Diploma mention’d above, is as 
follows :

UGUSTUS Il. by the Grace of God, King of 

Poland, &c. Whereas we have always look’d upon 
the Love and Affeftion of our moft dear Burghers and In- 
habitants of this Kingdom, as the chief and moft folid 
Foundation of our Regency 5 and as we have and fhalf 
fti]l endeavour to inlarge the Frontiers of the Repub- 
lick, and to re-unite the difmembred Countries to it : For 
thefe Caufes, and for cutting off al! Pretexts which may 
accafion any Diftruft between Majefty and Liberty, in 
Confequence cf the Pafta Conventa, and our former Di- 
ploma, We have thought fit to promife and engage our 
Royal Word, That we will not permit any one whatfo- 
ever to difmember the Province of Courland from the 
Body of the Republick, to which it has been fo long 
join’d, and which by Virtue of the Patta or Conven- 
tions of Submiifion, ought to return to a Dependence on 
the King and Stites of the Kingdom, and of the Great 
Dutthy of Litheania, after the Death of Duke Ferdinand 
without Male Iifue, 

With this View, and to take at once away all Hopes 
from thofe who afpire’to that Succeflion, we declare, 
that we ‘will never grant the Inveftiture to any new 
pms whether feparately, or in Conjun&tion with the 

ates. : 

Neither wil] we countenance or afift any one whatfo- 
ever, direStly or indireétly; on the contrary, we will 
fend Orders toCount Maurice of Saxony forthwith to retire 
from the Dutchy of Courlind, without ever returning, 
; or 
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or making any Intereft there, under any Pretence, Plea, 
or Title whatfoever. 

We declare moreover, that we will oblige the faid 
Count to give up all the Inftruments and Deeds which 
have been made ina prohibited Affembly in his Favour, 
that they may be laid before the States of our Repub- 
lick a€tually affembled in the Diet, as of no Value; 
and the Courlanders, who have been the Authors of 
thofe Inflruments and Deeds, {hall be tried before our 
Tribunals. 

We ordwin and permit refpeftively, that this Diplo- 
ma, figned by us, and fealed with the Seal of the Crown 
and great Dutchy of Lithuania, be put into the Hands 
of the Marfhal of the Diet, and inferted not only in 
the Book of Laws, but alfo in the Matricula of every 
Palatinate, &-. 





The toth, the Nuncio’s proceeded to give their Votes 
about the vacant Places. - The chief Palatinates began 
with theirs, and recommended feveral Senators to the 
King, and particularly, for the Caftelany of Cracow, 
Prince Wie/niewecki Palatine of Cracow ; for the Palati- 
nate of the latter, M. Wielopolski Palatine of Siradie, and 


Prince Lubomirski the Crown Chamberlain, and for the 
Place of the latter, M. Szembeck, Stolnick of the Crown 5 
M. Dunin, Regent of the Crown Chancery ; M. Snem- 
beck, Chamberlain of Cracow, and feveral others. As 
to the Great General’s Staff, much was fpoken in Fa- 
vour of M. Rzewuski, Under General of the Crown, and 
for the Place of the latter they propofed M. Chomen- 
towski, Court Marthal of the Crown; Prince We/newiecki, 
Chancellor of Lithuania ; M. Denhoff Palatine of Polock ; 
M. Potocki Palatine of Kiow ; M. Humiecki Palatine of 
Podolia 3 M. Poniatowski High-Treafurer of Lithuania ; 
and M. Potocki, Pizars of the Crown. As to the other 
Vacancies, the Marfhal was defired to recommend to his 
Majefty, the Merit of M. Tarlo, Palatine of Lublin, &c. 

or what concerns Panem bene Meritorum, as they call 
it, viz. the Starofties, and fuch of the King’s Domains 
as are due to thofe who have done good Service to their 
Country, an infinite Number of Perfons were propofed 5 
but as/every one made long Encomiums on the Fami- 
lies they recommended, which took up much Time, 
the Marfhal was abliged to adjourn the Houfe to the 
next Day. 


a 
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On the 11th, they went on upon the fame Matter ; 
many recommended the Family of Radzivil, and that’ 
of Sapicha, that the King might fhew a Regard to their 
Merit. After which, fome Nuncio’s prefumed to re-' 
fle&t upon Mr. Finch, the Britifh Miniter ; but they 
were anfwered by M. Karwouski, Nuncio of Podlachia, 
who toldthem, * That they ought to obferve the Law 
© of Nations, and not to proceed in fuch a Manner with’ 
© that Minifter, who perhaps has fomething of great. 
© Moment to propofe to the Republick. ” 

_ After they had all given their Votes upon the Vacan- 

cies, they were fet down in Writing by the Secretary 
of the Conftitution, to be read to the King in full 
Senate. 

On the 12th, before the Opening of the Seffion, M. 
Czacki, Nuncio of Czernichow, defired the Marfhal and 
the whole Affembly to go immediately to the King ; to 
which every one agreed, except the Nuncio’s of Ciecho- 

- novi, who ftayed behind when all the reft went out to re- 
pair to the Hall of the Senators ; however, after fome 
Remonftrances, they went likewife thither. 

The Nuncio’s being got into the Hall of the Senators, 
where they found the King, the Senators, and the Mini- 
fters, the Marfhal harangued his Majefty in the Name 
ef the Nuncio’s, giving him Thanks for having been 
gracioufly pleafed to convene them, and for his great 
Goodnefs in granting to the States the Diploma about 
Courland 3 by which the Republick is anew convinced 
how much-his Majefty takes the publick Good and In- 
tereft to Heart ; befeeching him to be pleafed to conti- 
nue to his People his fpecial Favour and Benevolence. 

To which, the Chancelfor anfwer’d in the King’s 
Name, ‘ That nothing could give his Majefty greater 
© SatisfaXion, than to fee the States affembled quietly 
© and peaceably, and to fee their Loyalty manifefted by 
© the Zeal they exprefs for his Service ; recommending 
© to them, at the fame Time, to. take into their’ Deli- 
© beration the Propofals made by his Majefty in the In- 
© ftru€tions given for the Provincial Diets, which had 
© been read two Years ago at War/aw. 





After which, the Marfhal of the Diet read the Lift of 
the Perfons recommended for the vacant Places, ‘and’ de- 
fired his Majefty to confer them on fuch as bett deferve 
them. And after the Prinidte and the Bifhop of Cracow 
were alfo recommended to be created Cardinals, the 
Marfhal fpoke again, and faid, That the Lef2r and moft 
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ef Great Poland had infifted on the Term of four Weeks 
for holding the Diet, to reckon from the Day of its be- 
ing reaffumed ; but as Lithuania and fome others were for 
the Term of fix Weeks, they defired the King and the 
Senate to decide it. - 

The Marthal defired alfo, that a Committee of the Se- 
nate may be appointed to examine the Accompts of the 
Treafurer and the Great Mafter of the Ordnance; and 
Jaftly, to permit the Provincial Seffions, in which the 
Nuncio’s of each Palatinate and Diftri&t may meet among 
themfelves, in order to communicate to one another 
their InftruStions, and deliberate thereupon. 

Then the Chancellor anfwered, That as to the vacant 
Places, his Majefty would for the prefent content fome 
of the recommended Perfons, and put off the reft to ane- 
ther Opportunity. 

And after all the Senators, both Ecclefiaflical and Se- 
cular, to the Number of twenty-two, had each of them 
given their Advice to the King, about the lafting of the 
Diet, his Majefty conferred the Crown-General’s Staff 
upon M. Rzewuski, Palatine of Podlachia, and that of 
Under General on M. Chomentowski, Court Marfhal, to- 
gether with the Palatinate of Mazovia : His Majeity 
difpofed alfo of the Place of Caftellan of Cracow, (who 
is always the firft Secular Senator) in favour of Prince 
Wiefniewiecki, Palatine of Cracow. 

The Term of the Diet was limited to four Weeks, 
the King being willing to conform in this to the Senti- 
ment of moft of the Nuncio’s. 

The Committee of the Senate appointed to examine 
the Accomptsof the Treafurer and the Great Maiter of 
Ordnance, is compofed of the Bifhops of Cracow and 
Ploko, the Palatines of Brefe in Lithuania, of Rava and 
Culm, and the Caftellans of Uzieosk, Belsk, and Smo- 
lensko. 

Laftly, The King having given his Confent to the 
Provincial Seffions, the High Chancellor gave the Nun- 
cio’s Leave, in the King’s Name, to retire to their 
Chamber. 

The Nuncio’s being returned the 12th to their Cham- 
ber, the Marfhal congratulated them upon their having 
waited upon the a 3 and as it was neceflary to de- 
pute fome of their Members to examine, jointly with 
the Deputies of the Senate, the Accompts of the Trea- 
furer and the Great Mafter of the Ordnance, (which had 
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been propofed in the King’s Prefence) he demanded Time 
to confider of it, and fo adjourned the Seffion. 

The 13th, being Sunday, the King gave publick Au- 
dience to the Envoy of the Ottoman Porte. 

The 14th, before the Opening of the Seffions, fome 
Nuncio’s gave to underftand, that the Deputies to be 
named for examining the Accompts above-mentioned,. 
ought to have an Oath adminiftered unto them, which 
the chief Nuncio’s oppvfed, alledging, that the fame is 
without Precedent, and that it would look as if they 
diftrafted theit Fellow Members. After which the Mar- 
thal read the Lift of thofe Deputies, who were thitty in 
Number. 

On the tsth, at the Opening of the Seffion, the Nuh- 
Cio of Sendomir, M. Malachowsky, asked Leave to fpeak: 
The Nuécio Karwrwsky oppofed it, faying, He would 
permit no body to fpeak before they had drawn up a 
Projett for fecuring the Frontiers on the Side of Pruffa, 
where the Polifh Nobility are continually oppreffed : But 
M. Malachowsky being provoked that he could not vent 
his Paffion againft the Family of Potocki, which, as he 
pretends, endeavour to bear the Sway in all the Tribu- 
nals, by getting Marfhals chofen out of their Family, 
which is contrary to their Laws and Liberty, he ftirred 
up in fome Meafure the Houfe ; upon which the Mar- 
thal feeing no likelihood to proceed to the reading of the 
Conferences held with the Foreign Minifters, commu- 
nicated to them by the Senators, though the fame was 
agreed upon the Saturday before, he adjourned the Sef- 
fion to the next Day. 

On the 16th of Oftober M. Matachowski, Nuncio of Sen. 
domir, began the Seffion with inveighing moft bitterly 
againtt the Family of Potocki, on Account of fo many 
Marfhals of the Tribunals chofen from among them, and 
the Power they have got thereby into their Hands, in- 
confiftent with the Equality to be obferved among the 
Nobility, &¢. concluding, thataccording to feveral Gon- 
Rtitutions, the Decrees of the Tribunal made under the 
Direftion of the Straznick of Lithuania are to be-annaulled, 
and the i Marfhal depofed. Towhich M. Gxacki, 
Nuncio of Czernithow, anfwered, That he could-not but 
approve what he had faid about reforming the Tribunals, 
but that he went too far in declaitning fo much againft the 
om of Potoeki, which for feveral Centuries hatt done 
Tuch fignal Services forthe Country, by their whole- 
Yomis Advices in Time of Peace, and the —— of 
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their Blood'in Time of War, defiring him withal toafe 
them more tenderly. This Nuncio was feconded by fe- 
veral ‘others, and particularly by that of Po/nania, who 
affirmed, that the fix Marfhals chofen within thefe five 
*Years out of that Family, both for the Tribunal of the 
Crown and that of Radom, had adminiftred Juftice with 
great Integrity and Exaétnefs: He made afterwards 
great Complaints againft the Clergy, pretending they 
ought to be excluded from the Tribunals and all Courts 
of Secular Judicature. At Jaft M. Potocki, the Palatine 
of Kidw’s Son, rofe, faying, That no Offence ought to 
be given to his Family, feeing it had been agreed te re- 
frain from all Perfonal, Reflestions ; and fince M, Mate- 
chowsk? has loft a Procefs before the Tribunal, it feerns 
_ that he would revenge himfelf by railing at the Family 
“of Potocki. ° To which M. Matachowski made fome Re- 
ply, but his Uncle the Crown Chamberlain defired his 
hew' to wave thofe Difputes, and to content him- 
felf with the Reform of the Tribunals, which they 
‘would go about. M. Matowski, Nuncio of Great Poland, 
‘exerted likewife his Zeal againft the Ecclefiatticks, fay- 
‘ing, That they were Revengeful,; and oppreffed the No- 
_ bility, defiring all the Nuncio’s to joyn with him in his 
Complaints, ahd to befeech his Majefty to fupport their 
juft Prétenfions : Whereupon all the Nuncio’s reprefent- 
“éd to the Marflial of the Diet, the Neceflity of reform- 
ifig the Tribunals, for which End it was agreed to name 
‘twelve Deputies of each Province. 

On the 17th, before the Opening of the Seflion, the 
Family of Potocki prevailed with M. Matachowski to fuf- 
“pend his Oppofition till after the Reform of the Tribu- 

“nals. Then the Seffion began with reading the Confee 
” yénces held at Warfaw with the Pope’s Nuncio ;- but ‘as 
““the'Hely Father had given no pofitive Refolution upon 
“the King’s Propofitions concerning “Jus Patronatus, the 
Nuncio’s defired the Martha! fo to order it, that Count 
“de Legnafco fhould inform himfelf of the Pope’s Senti- 
“ment, and communicate it to them. ‘ This Reading, 
“which lafted three Hours, being over, the Martha! re- 
. commerided the Provincial Seffions, in which the Pri- 
“*mate is to prefide for Great Poland, and the Bifhop of 
~Plock for the Lefer. Some Nuncio’s declared beforehand, 
“thatthe Term of the Diet was too fhort, and that it 
would not do without fome Prolongation. 

The 18th was ufhered in’by the Reading of the Cen- 
ferences, and’ when they - done with thofe of the 
«ft r 
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Emperor’s Miniflers, they read thofe held with the 
Ruffian ad Pruffiar Minifters. 

On the"1gth, the Nuncio Karnowski moved, that fee- 
ing the Court of Prufia is fo backward toenter into a 
Conference with the Commiflioners named for adjufting 
the Differences fubfilling between that Court and the 
Republick, Endeavours fhould be ufed to have them ter- 
minated. One of the Nuncio’s of Po/nania reprefented 
afterwards, that the Right of Patronage confifled in three 
Points, vix. The Ere&tion, Foundation, and Endowment, 
and feeing the Pope has never done any thing elfe in 
Poland, but fqueeze large Sums of Money out of the 
Kingdom, it would be proper to reprefent to him by an 
Embaffy, that his Majefty and"the Republick will ne- 
ver fuffer themfelves to be depriv’d of the Right of Pa- 
tronage. On which Occafion he quoted one Ludomirski, 
Grand Marthal of the Crown, who difapproving the then 
Nuncio’s Condu&t, tho’ far more moderate than that of 
the prefent, obliged him to depart the Kingdom with- 
in 24 Hours: From whence he concluded, that the pre- 
fent ought to be ufed at leaft in the fame Manner, fince 
he treats the Poles as if they were Barbarians. But this 
was oppofed by feveral Nuncio’s of the Diet. Laftly, 
after many Debates about the depofing of the Marfhal, 
and the re-eftablifhing of the Deputies of the Tribunal, 
the Marthal of the Diet adjourn’d the Seffion te Mon- 
day the 21ft, after having invited the Nuncio’s to hold 
the next Day, Sunday, the Provincial Seflions, viz. Thofe 
of Great Poland, at the Primate’s, thofe of the Le/fer Po- 
land at the Bifhop of Cracow’s, and thofe of Lithuania at 
their Chancellor’s, and to be prefent about Seven at the 
Audiencethe Deputies of the Army were to have of the 
King ; both which they did accordingly. When the faid 
Deputies had their Audience, they reprefented to the 
King their Zeal and Loyalty for his Sacred Perfon, re- 
commending themfelves to his Proteftion, befeeching 
his Majefty to be pleafed to procure them the Arrears 
the Republick owes them. To which the High Chancel- 
Jor anfwer’d, That his Majefty was fully convinc’d of their 
faithful Services, and that he would endeavour to give 
fome Proofs of his Benevolence, both with Refpeét to 
their Arrears, as to thofe who have deferv’d Recompen- 





oes. After which they were admitted to kifs the King’s 
and. 


On the 24th, after fome Debates upon the new Tariff, 
and the Augmentation of Forces, which were poftponed, 
it 
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it was agreed 'to defire the Marfhal to make new Inftances 
to his Majefty, that he would be pleafed to lay before the 
Houfe in anauthentick Form, Copies of the Diploma 
relating to the Affair of Courland, as well as of the A& 
of Ele&tion, before the Houfe proceeded to any other 
Matter, and that the Seffion fhould be adjourn’d ’till 
they had his Majefty’s Anfwer thereupon: Which the 
Marfhal did accordingly, by adjourning them to the 
next Day. A Polifh Gentleman of the Frontiers of Pru/~ 
fia having complain’d that Day of the Violences daily 
committed by the King of Pruffia’s Troops, who inlifted 
and forcibly took away in the Territories of Poland, fome 
Gentlemen and other Poli/i Inhabitants, which they had 
attempted even upon his own Perfon; the Martha] pro- 
mis’d to defire his Majefty to fend to the Pruffian Mini- 
fler, to know of him the Reafon of fuch Violences. 

On the 25th, the Marfhal reported to the Houfe, 
that the King had order’d the High Treafurer to confer 
withthe Prujian Minifler about the faid Violences, and 
the Marfhal nam’d two Nuncio’s of each Province to afm 
fitt at thofe Conferences. That his Majefty having not 
yet receiv’d an Anfwer from Courland, he could not 
communicate it to the Chamber ’tiJl then; and that in 
the mean while they might apply themfelves to the 
Chanccllors of the Crown and of Lithuania for authentick 
Copies of the Diploma. They read afterwards the Tranf- 
lation of the Turki/h Minifter’s Letter, whercin the Ba- 
fhaw of Choczim demanded the delivering up of the two 
Tartarian Princes who had revolted from the Porte, and 
retir’d into Poland for Refuge. 

After which, they went upon the Jaft Matters in Agi- 
tation. M. Suski, Nuncio of Lomza, infifted {lvony|y iip- 
on the Reform of the Tariff; he demanded morcover, 
that the Jews thould be driven out of the Dutchy of Ma- 
zovia, or obliged to paya Tax towards the Expences re- 
quifite for the Augmentatien of the Army. He witha 
alfo that the Diffenters, whom he call’d a Generation of 
Vipers, ihould be obliged by a new Law not to. feck Pro-' 
teétion from any foreign Power, on Pain of Death and 
Infamy, Ge. ; 

M., Poniatowski, Nuncio of Lenczyce, after having ap- 
prov’d what had been faid upon the Augmentation of 
the Troops, and the Change of the Tariff, fpoke much 
in the King’s Favour, as to the Affair of Courland. Then 
M, Lentowski, Nuncio of Cracow, propofed, an Ast for 
diftributing Salt to the Nobility on the ancieut Foot, but 
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was oppos’d by the Court’s Treafurer Count Offlin- 
ski,, who fhew’d, that the Charges of the Salt-Pits being 
much increas’d, the fame Quantity of Salt could not be 
furnith’d as formerly, according to the Regulation alrea- 
dy made thereupen by the Diet in 1717. 

On the 26th, the Marfhal reported, that the King had 
declar’d in Prefence of the Primate, the Bifhop of Cra- 
cow, the Minifters of the Crown, and himfelf, that his 
Majcfty, in iffuing the Diploma, had likewife fent Or- 
ders to the Count of Saxony, to fend him forthwith the 
Aét of Ele&tion, with.all other Papers relating thereun- 
to, but had not yet receiv’d an Anfwer; and that upon 
the Nuncio’s Requeft, he had repeated the fame Orders, 
but that.a reafonable Time was requir’d for receiving 
that Anfwer: That however, if the Count of Saxony’s 
Letier fhould not prove anfwerable to the Submiflion he 
owes to his Command, his Majefty would enter into all 
the Meafures the Republick fhould think fit. 

This Refolution having pretty well fatisfy’d the Cham- 
ber, they agreed to demanda Prolongation of the Diet for 
a Fortnight, except M. Ludienecki, Nuncio of Czernicho- 
via, who oppos’d it with fo much Obftinacy, that moft 
of the Nuncio’s threaten’d to cut him in Pieces, and 
throw him out of the Windows, if he perfifted in expofing 
the whole Republick to the dangerous Confequences the 
breaking off of the Diet might be attended with, the ra- 
ther, fince his pretending the King fhould that very Day 
communicate unto them the A& of Ele&tion, was altoge- 
ther abfurd and impoflible; fo that partly by thefe 
Menaces, and partly by Intreaties and Promifes, this 
Nuncio was at length prevail’d upon to conform. Upon 
which, the Martha], being back’d by the Senate, having 
obtain’d the King’s Approbation for prelonging the Diet 
for a Fortnight, provided it fhould not be afterwards pro- 
Jong’d any more, adjourn’d the Houfe tothe 29th, and 
told them at the fame Time, that the Conferences of the 
Provinces fhould continue the very next Day. 

* The Nuncio’s having met again the 29th of Oftober, 
accurding to their laft Adjournment, Major-General O- 
zarowski, who was at the Head of the Deputation, fent 
to the Pruffian Minifter, reported, That M. Swerin ex- 
prefs’d. his Readinefs to procure a Redrefs of the Grie- 
vances Complain’d of, but his Power being limited, he 
could only take that Matter ad Referendum: That in the 
mean Time he produc’d Copies of very fevere Orders. 
the King his Majter had given to his Officers ta ae = 
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for the future from fuch like Violences. But this Nun- 
cio added, that Experience having fufficiently thew’d 
how little fuch Orders were executed, he was of Opi- 
nion that Troops and even the Guards fhould be pofted on 
the Frontiers. After this Report, M. Eperiaz, Nuncio of 
Samogitia, infifted upon trying thofe who on Saturday rofe 
up againft the Nuncio of Czernichow, becaufe fuch a vio- 
lent Proceeding did flrike at the Freedom of voting; but 





' hewas oppos’d by the Nuncio Poniatowski, who fhew’d, 


that the Welfare of the Country-and the Succefs of the 
Diet did then lie at Stake, and if he perfifted inthis 
Motion, he would flop the Proceedings of the Houfe. 
To which the former reply’d, that unlefs he be com- 
ply’d with, he would do the fame on his Side. But they 
were both reconcil’d upon the Report brought into the 
Houfe that a Fire was broke out in the City, which made 
the Marfhal adjourn thesHoufe. 

On the 30th, they read Part of the Proje&t of the Con- 
ftitution concerning the Reform of the Tribunals ; as al- 
fo fome other Projeéts, and namely that which confirms 
the Bernardines of Thorn in the Poffelfion of the Church 
which has been taken away from the Lutherans 

On the 31ft, they began with reading a Memorial pre- 
fented by the Pruffian Minifter, concerning the Houfe be- 
longing to the Counts of Dona; but no Regard was had 
to their Demands, becaufe the Court of Prufia did on 
its Side difregard the Grievances of the Poles: After 
which they made fome Progrefs*in the Conftitution con- 
cerning the Reform of the Tribunals. At lait the 
Martfhal was enjoyn’d to remind the King, that the Satur- 
day enfuing being the Day his Majefty had fixed for lay- 
ing before the Houfe the Aét of Eleftion of Cour/and, or 
to concur in the other Meafures to be taken about the 
fame, they moft humbly defir’d his Majefty to let them 
know his Intentions. The 1f of November the Houfe 
did not meet on Account of the Feftival of 4/) Saints. 

On the 2d, the Marfhal reported, that having dif- 
charged. his-Commiflion about the Affair of Courland, 
his Majefty had deliver’d to him the Papers which 
fhould immediately be read to them, whereby it would 
aPRest, that his Majefty had omitted nothing on his Part, 
to bring Matters to bear according to their Wifhes, and 
to deliver likewife to the Marfha] the Aét of Ele€tion, 
as he had promifedin. his Diploma, The faid Papers are 
as follow ; 
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1. The King’s Order to the Count of Saxony of the 
rith of Oéfober, enjoyning him abfelutely to renounce 
the Affair of Courland, and to fend back the A& of his 
Eleétion. 

2. The Count of Saxony’s Anfwer of the 23d of Offo- 
ver, by which he declares his Willingnefs to conform " 
to the King’s Will, but without fending the A@ of 
Eleétion. 

3. The King’s repeated Order, together with a Me- 
moir upon that Subject of the 26th of Oétober. 

Thofe of the Nuncio’s, who, with other particular 
Views, tenacioufly infifted, that his Majefty fhould pro- 
cure them the faid Aét, (tho’ ufelefs fince they defigned 
to annull all the Tranfa€tions) were for declaring the 
faid Count an Enemy to their Country; for which End, 
they produced a Proje& ready drawn up, which was 
Zz read ; after which they went updn regulating the Com- 
miffion to be fent to Courland. 

But fome other Nuncio’s remonftrated, * That fuch a 
© Commiffion fent thither might prove contrary to their 2 
© Expeétation ; and that the bare Terror of fuch a Com- 
© miflion might prompt the Courlanders to throw them- 
© felves under the Proteftion of fome Foreign Power ; 
© that befides, fo many Precedents fhould make them 
“ fear, that fuch Commiffaries, by abufing their Power, 
‘might lofe whole Provinces inftead of preferving them 5 | 
© fo that it would be much better to have fuch a Com- 
c 
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miffion eftablifh’d near the King’s Perfon, compofed of 
Senators and Minifters, to whom fome Deputies of the 
Chamber of the Nuncio’s might be added; that in 
this Manner, after having fummoned the Courlanders, 
they fhould be able more effe&tually to remedy the paft 
Diforders, folve all Incideats that might arife, and 
take proper Meafures for future Emergencies.” But 
as both Partiés remained immoveable in their Senti- 
raents, without admitting of any Temperament, nothing 
was concluded that Day. 
On the ath of November, the Marthal reported to 
the Chamber of the Nuncio’s, in the Name of the King, 
That the Count of Saxony being abfent, it was not’ pof- 
fible for his Majefty to procure for them the A@ of E- 
Je&tion which they defired ; but that his Majefty would 
always be ready to enter into fuch Meafures, as the 
Republick fhould think proper to take in that Refpe&. 
On the 3d, fome Paffages in the Projeét of the Con- 
fitution relating to Courland being new modell’d, and 
fritter 
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ftri&ter Bounds put to the Power of the Commiflioners 
who were to be fent thither, the Nuncio Sudzin, and 
thofe of his Party, took away the Oppolition that had 
been form’d againft.the fending of a Commiflion into 
Courland ; and the Project of Conftitution was read and 
approved by the unanimous Confent of all. They re- 
ferved  neverthelefs to themfelves to befeech the King, 
That his Majefty would pleafe to let them know, be- 
fore the Chamber of the Nuncio’s join’d that of the Se- 
nators, the Names of the Commiffioners whom he de- 





‘fign’d to fend thither on the Part of the Senate, becaufe 


there were fome againft whom the Chamber fhould be 
obliged to objeét. 

After this, fome of the Nuncio’s moved, that the 
Projeé&t of Conftitution form’d perfonally againft the 
Count of Saxony, might be pafs’d; but others oppofed 
them, and among thefe laft was the Nuncio Grabowski, 
who reprefented, that too great were the Hardthips to 
which that Prince was already reftrain’d ; and that they 
ought at the fame Time to obferve, in Regard to his 
Quality and his Perfon, the fame Moderation that they 
had ufed towards fome private Citizens of the Repub- 
lick, who had not fo much as been named, though it 


‘was. notorious that they had a Share in the Affair of 


Courland : That therefore they ought to reft fatisfy’d with 
the Punifhments decreed in general againft fuch a: 
fhould for the future be meddling in Affairs of the like 
Nature. 

The fame Day the Primate made another Attempt 
with the King, to get again the A&t of ER&ion, and 
reprefenting to him, that in Default thereof a Diet on 
Horfeback would be demanded; his Majelty anfwer'd 


-him, That it being his Intention to concur with all the 


Meafures of the States, he would not fail to convene 
fuch a Diet whenever it fhould be thought ngceflary. 
The Primate, who little expe&ted fuch an Anfwet, re- 
tired in grea§Surprize, and communicated it to the 
Nuncio’s, who received it with much Joy ; for the No- 
bility are highly incenfed againft the Clergy, who have 
made their Advantage of the late Troubles, that were 
pacify’d in 1717, to exempt themfelves from all Man- 
ner of Contributions, and who aim to bear the Sway in 
ail Things. . 

On the 6th, they went through the Examination of 
the Proje& of Conftitution touching the Reform of the 


Tribunals, which contains above twenty Sheets; and i¢ 


was 
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was agreed, that the Nuncio’s fhould meet again the next 
Day in their Chamber, to finifh the Reading of the 
other Projeéts of Conftitution. Accordingly. 

On the 7th, that Reading was firrifhed, and fome Do- 
meftick Affairs regulated: After which, they went up- 
on the Projeé& of Conftitution againft the Count of Sax- 
ony ; but this giving Occafion to frefh Debates, the Sef- \ 
fion was adjourn’d to the Day following. 

At length, on the 8th, it was agreed to read'that Pro- 
je&, which was approved of by all the Nuncio’s. Then 
the Palatinates and other Diftriéts made their particular 
Demands : Thofe of Great Poland, among other Things, 
required, that they might be authorized to enquire, at 
their own Expence, into the Starofty of Draheim, which 
is mortgaged to the King of Prufia. The Nuncio’s of 
Lithuania ended fo late their Provincial Sefion, that the 
Chamber could not go to that of the Senators, till nine 

_at Night, which they did only to fatisfy the Ceremo- 
nial ; for the faid Nuncio’s of Lithuania had not yet 
drawn up all their Conftitutions. 

On the goth in the Afternoon, the Chamber of the 

Nuncio’s join’d again in the ufual Manner that of the 

Senate, where the King was prefent: After the Pri- 

mate and all the others who had obtain’d Benefices and 

Promotions, had return’d Thanks to his Majefty, as the 

ufual Cuftom is when they appear for the firft Time in 

full Senate, the Projects of Conftitution were read, fome 

of which were approved, and the others referred to the 
next Diet. 

This Seifion, in which the King nominated the Sena- 
tors who are to attend quarterly on his Perfon, lafted 
till the next Dav, being Sunday, at ten in the Morn- 
ing, when the Marfhal took Leave of his Majefty inthe 
N.me of all the Nuncio’s, whom the King admitted. to ‘ 
kifs hig Hand: After which, his Majefty, accompa- 
ny’d by the faid Nurcio’s,. the’Senators, ahd’ the’ Mini- 
flers, went to the Cathedral Church, @here Te Deum 
was fung in Thankfgiving for the’ happy Coricltifion of 
the Diet. é' : 

It not being in the Power of the Kings'of Poland to 
purchafe Lands, and his Majefty having bought feve- 
ral Palaces adjoining to his own, ant to iis Garden at © 
Warfaw, in borrow’d Names, he propos’d,. before the 
Breaking up of the Diet, to alter this Law, by giving 
Leave to his Majetty, to’ make the faid- Purchafes in’ the 
N.ume.of himfelf and his Heits: This Propofal: was 

immediately 
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immediately agreed to, though no previous Inter g 
been ont to difpofe the Diet to ir: But feveral other 
Propofals were rejeCted ; as was, ‘among others, at the 
Reading of the Projett, that by which a Compenfation 
was granted to Count Denhoff, on Account of the Office 
of Marfhal, which he executed at the Confederacy of 
Setidomir. 
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ft following Pieces are fo very material, that 
they will fufficiently juftify our inferting of them,

Copy from the Regifter of the Refolutions of the High and 
qighty Lords the States General of the United Nether- 
dands, 


Monday, O€fober 21, 1726. 

“HE Report was heard of M. Lintelo, and other 
their, High Mightinefles Deputies for Military Af. 

fairs, who-purfuant to and in Difcharge of their Com- 
mifforial Refolution of the 24 Inftant, had had a Con- 
ference with. fome Deputies of the Council of State on 
the Contents of a Letter from the faid Council, dated 
the 30th pait, in which they reprefented to their High 
tineffes. in the moft urgent Terms, the Reafons 
why this State ought without any Delay to be put, if 
not into a formidable, at leaft into a fufficient Pofture of 
Defence, and efpecially of how great Importance it is 
to proceed to,an Augmentation of the Forces with 9174 
Men,, according to. the Petition of the 11th of Fu'y lat ; 
in which Letter it was alfo further fet forth, that by 
that Petition it was propofed to fettle a Fund for the 
Expence of raifing the faid 9474 Men, and for their Pay, 
to commence from the 27th of the then enfuing, but 
now paft, Month of Auguf? ; but that by the elapfing of 
Time fince, the Propofal to raife the Recruit-Money by 
the Means therein fpecify’d, was fallen of itfelf; and 
therefore it was recommended to be confider’d, whether 
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it was not highly neceffary to enter into a more mature 
Deliberation, as well on the Methods to be taken to 
obtain fpeedily the Confent wanting to the faid Petition, 
as on the Alteration requifite to be made in the fame, 
with refpeét to the Sum or Quantity of the Recruit-Mo- 
ney, and the Means of colleéting it. 

At the fame Time was received and read a Letter from 
the Council of State, written here in the Hague, and dated 
this Day, containing a Petition, being in Effe& a fup- 
plemental Petition to that of the 11th of ‘July laft, form- 
ed upon the Refult of the forefaid Conference, for 
619,774 Gulders for the Recruit-Money for the faid 
9474 Men, the fame by the elapfing of Time not being 
now to be raifed upon the Foot propofed in the faid Pe- 
tition of the 11th of ‘Fuly laft. 

Which being taken into Deliberation, and it being 
obferved that the Lords the States of Gelderland had 
confented to the Petition of the 11th of ‘July lait, for 
augmenting the Forces with 9474 Men, as alfo that the 
Deputies of the Province of Zealand had declared they 
were charged and authorized to confent to the faid Pe- 
tition of the 11th of uly, affoon as the Province of 
Holland and Weftfrifeland fhould confent to it; It is 
judged fit and refolved, that the above-mentioned Letter 





“or fupplemental Petition fhall be fent to the Lords the 


States of the refpeftive Provinces, and they to be defired 
to give their fpeedy Confent thereto, and to communi- 
cate fuch their Confent here to this Affembly, and to 
render the fame effettual by furnifhing their Contingents 
to the Expence. Likewife, that Copies of the fore- 
mentioned Letter of the Council of State of the 30th of 
September latt, thall be fent to the Lords the States of the 
refpettive Provinces, Gelderland and Zealand excepted, 
and that it fhall be reprefented to the faid Provinces, 
That their High Mightineffes refle&ting on the Reafons 
enumerated in the faid Letter from the Council of State, 
and on the prefent Situation of Affairs in Europe, can- 
not but be perfwaded, that it is Time, and more than 
Time for the United Provinces to bethink themfelves 
of providing for their own Defence, and a€tually fet- 
ting about the Work, for putting the State, as is well 
expreffed in the faid-Letter, if not into a formidable, 
at Jeaft into a fufficient Pofture of Defence; that it 
may not be overturned of a fuddén by any Accident, 
unexpegted, but not impoffible, that yet may be fore- 
feen, and of which fome Prefages have already difco- 
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vered themfelves. That in their High Mightineffes O- 
pinion, it would be the utmoft Imprudence to let the 
State lie defenceJefs, in a Time fuch as the prefent is, 
when one fees almoft all Europe is in Motion, that moft 
of the Powers, and even the Neighbours of this State, 
are arming, ftrengthning their Frontiers towards this 
State, and confederating together by Alliances, the real 
Aim and Defign of which is kept concealed ; and when 
Things have paffed, which fhew clearly enough, that 
neither the Letter of Treaties, how exprefs and {trong 
foever, nor the Rights thereby acquired, are uf any A- 
vail, to fecure this State from Injury and ruinous 








mage. 

That in thefe Circumftances of Affairs, their High 
Mightineffes do heartily with, and moft humbly and 
earneftly befeech God, the Peace and Quiet of Europe 
may be preferved ; but being uncertain what God in 
his Providence may have determined, they find no 
Ground to fatisfy themfelves, that Things will not run 
into new Troubles and Wars, or that this State can avoid 
being drawn into them, notwithftanding all the Mode- 
ration, and all the Patience which they have hitherto 
fhewn, and which they would ftill exercife, did they 
not fee that it is hardly poffible but the Preparations of 
War which are making in their Neighbourhood, tho” 
never fo much pretended to be only Defenfive, mutt 
in Time, and perhaps fhortly, fall upon this State. 
That it is the Part of common Prudence, to fhelter our 
felves in Time againft a Storm which is feen gathering 
far off, however uncertain it may be where it will fall. 
That the Alliance of two powerful Kings may be of 
great Affiftance in Cafe of Need, but that the Support 
of Friends is beft to be expefted, and is moft beneficial, 
when Men are not wanting to themfelvess and no Man 
cares much to have to do with another who negletts his 
own Affairs. That feveral Perfons now in the Govern- 
ment of this State muft ftill remember, and there is 
none, but muft have heard and bear in Mind, into what 
Perplexity and Danger this Republick was plunged in 
the Year 1672, from which, by God’s wonderful Help 
and Goodnefs, it was then delivered; and ’tis as well 
known, that the Calamities of that Time, ought chiefly 
to be imputed, to Divifions among ourfelves, and to 
the little Apprehenfion had of the approaching Danger, 
whence it came, that the State was not armed in Time 
and put into a due Condition of Defence. That their 
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High Mightinelfes are (not without Reafon) apprehenfive 
of talling again into the like Perplexity and Danger, 
unlefs the United Provinces will with more Difpatch, 
Zeal, and Effect, provide what is needful for the fufi- 
cient Defence and Security of the State. That their 
High Mightineffes cannot conceal their Uneafinefs and 
Concern, left this Republick in the approaching Spring 
fhould be expofed to fome great Blow, when they con- 
fider what paffes all round them, and what Damage has 
for fome Time been brought upon a very effential Part 
of their Welfare, by the Infraétion of folemn Treaties, 
manifeflly difcovering what little Regard is had to them. 
That if the faid Lords the States of the Provinces are 
more eafy inthis Cafe, their High Mightineffes would | 
be glad to be iiformed upon whut Ground it is they 
are fo ; but if it be otherwife, *tis hoped they will no 
Jonger fpend their Time in deliberating without com- 
ing to any Conclufion, and this, in fuch an Affair as . 
is that of the Augmentation of the Forces, as propofed 
in the Petition of the 11th of uly laft, and more am- . 
ply in the fupplemental Petition which the elapfing of 
Time has rendered neceffary ; an Affair, the Neceffity 
of which, though the Peril of the prefent Juncture were 
queftionable, is fo manifeft, and requifes fo great Dif- 
patch, that their High Mightineffes cannot compre- 
hend, how any well meaning Perfun concerned in the 
Government, can hefitate about giving his Confent to 
it, and to the finding out and fettling the Means, how 
burthenfome foevey they may be, to put inftantly into 
Execution that Augmentation, which, the longer it is 
delayed, the more difficult will the Levies be, efpe- 
cially at a Time when Men are raifing every where 
round us. 

That their High Mightineffes defire the faid Lords 
the States to be pleafed to confider, what Diftrefs and 
Perplexity we fhould be in, if, in the approaching 
Spring, an Army fhpuld be formed near the Frontiers 
of this State, which it is not impoffible, nor even im- 
probable will be the Cafe, and in fuch a Diftrefs we 
fhould find ourfelves deftitute of Troops to make Op- 
pofition, nay, even to defend the Frontiers which. lie 
moft expofed, and not to have taken due Meafures for 
warding off the threatning Danger ; which Meafures 
cannot be taken, while Perfons in the Government will 
come to no Refolution to put the State in a better Pof-' 
ture, but fit with folded Arms perfeftly unaftive. That 
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. the propofed Augmentation of the Forces is not all, but 


a Part only, as is fet forth in the Letter fram the Coun- 
cil of State, of what is requifite for the greater Security 
of the State ; that a Beginning muft be made with this, 
and, without the leaft Lofs of Time, unlefs the Safety 
of the State is to be negle&ted in fuch a Manner, as if 
any Calamities fhould thence enfue, muft be anfwered for 
to God, to the prefent Subjetts of the State, and to Po- 
fterity. That their High Mightinelffes will hope, truft, 
and expe&t from, the Wifdom, Refolution, and A ffettion 
of the United States fer their Native Country, that they 
refle€ting on the Weaknefs the State is in with refpett 
to its Security and Defence, on the Motions every where 
in Europe, and the Uncertainty of what may refult 
from themt, on the Danger that nyay arife from them to 
theState, and on the Shortnefs of the Time now {0 pre- 
cious, will, without any more Delay or Lofs of Time, 
and poftponing all particular Confiderations which might 
divert them from the main View of putting the State 
into a fufficient Pofture of Defence, contribute to the 
providing of all that is neceffary for the Security and 
Prefervation of the State, and efpecially, will give their 
Confent to the forefaid Petition and fupplementa! Peti- 
tion for the Augmentation of the Forces. That their 
High Mightineffes look upon this as a Matter ef fo 
much Weighr, that in their Opinion, unlefs the fame be 
brought to a fpeedy Conclufion, the Well-being, Liber- 
ty, and Religion of the whole Republick, will all be 
put to the Venture: And that to avoid incurring the 
Guilt of the Mifchiefs which may enfue from the longer 
Delay of due and effeS&tual Refolutions, they thal! be 
obliged, in Cafe all the Warning and Exhortation by 
Letters, as well from their High Mightineffes as from 
the Council of State, be fruitlefs, to fend a Deputation 
conformably to the fundamental Rules of the Union, to 
thofe Provinces which fhall longer, unexpeftedly with- 
hofd their Confent, to remonftrate to them viva vace the 
abfolute Neceflity of what is required, in Hopes that 
may have better Effe&t to perfwade them to what in the

HE Deputies of the Province of Gelderland pro- 
T duc’d to the Affembly and caufed to be read a Refo- 
lution of the Court of Gelderland, by Virtue of which 
they made Inftances in the Name of the Lords the States 
of that Province, anti requir’d that the Republick may 
without any Delay be put into a better State of De- 
fence: The faid Refolution is as follows :

Gelderland, 
Nov. 19, 1726. 
HE Counfellors of the Dutchy of Gelderland and 
of the County of Zutphen having taken into Deli- 
beration what has been refolv’d upon by the refpeétive 
Quarters of this Province, have thought and determin’d, 
to dire&t the Deputies to the States General, in the Name 
of the Lords of this Province, to reprefent amply at the 
Delivery of their Confent to the laft or fupplemental Pe- 
tition, that the Lords the States of this Province having 
maturely confider’d the prefent Situation of Affairs as 
well within this Republick as abroad, cannot conceal 
that they are under_very great Uneafinefs with Refpe& 
to the State. 

That their Noble Mightineffes cannot judge otherwife, 
than that the Affairs of Europe are tending to a Rupture, 
at leaft, that there is great Likelihood of it: That their 
Noble Mightineffes, in the Uncertainty of this Event, 
find the State deftitute of a fufficient Number of Troops, 
unprovided with what isrequifite, in no due Condition 
of Defence, and confequently expofed to thofe who on 
any Side would invade it, and who might penctrate to 
its very Centre; while on the contrary, moft other 
Powers, even feveral neighbouring ones, are arm’d and 
prepar’d with all Things neceffary for an offenfive War; 
and while fome of the Neighbours of this State deem- 
ing it uncapable of Defence, forbear not to do it Preju- 
dice in many Refpeéts, and to obffrué its Welfare 
in the principal Branches, contrary to the Tenor 
and to the exprefs Terms of Treaties, no Redrefs of 
which can hitherto be obtain’d: That the — the 
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States of this Province find themfelves obliged by 
what now paffes, to call to Remembrance how at the 
Conclufion of the prefent and yet exifling Peace, and 
in the Deliberations refulting thereupon for reducing the 
Forces of the State in 1713, and the following Years, 
their Noble Mightineffes were conftantly of Opinion, 
and on every Occafion reprefented to the Affembly of 
their High Mightineffes, that there ought to be kept up 
a Body of at leaft 50009 Foot, without reckoning Horfe 
and Dragoons, if it was defign’d the State fhould be had 
in ever fo little Regard by the Neighbouring Powers, 
and to furnifh in any tolerable Degree, the Frontiers 
and fo many Places lying diftant from the Barrier = 
That their Noble Mightineffes did not give this Opi- 
nion in any particular View, nor becaufe their Finan- 
ces were in a better Condition than thofe of fome o- 
ther Provinces, but merely becaufe they well appre~ 
hended and forefaw, that this State without fuch a Body 
of regular Troops, would not be fufficiently provided 
for Defence, would thereby lofe the Reputation of its 
Arms, fo dearly bought in the laft War, would fall into 
the Contempt of all the Neighbouring Powers, and be 
of Courfe molefted and injur’d by thofe Neighbours at 
their Pleafute, not having in Readinef’.preper Means 
to oppofethem ; as, God proteét us ftill from the Con- 
fequerices Experience has verified in fo many Years, and 
on fo many Conjunétures, to the great Damage of this 
State and its Subje&ts : That the Lords the States of this 
Province are very fenfible the Conclufion of Treaties of 
Peace and Alliances may be ufeful and advantageous to this 
State in feveral Refpetts ; but they have obferv’d likewife 
that to rely intirely upon Treaties Qipulated on Paper, is 
nothing elfe than to expofe the Republick to all Dangers 
and even to Ruin; as has happen’d to all fuch States, 
which negle&ting to provide duly for their Defence, and 
trufting to Paper and not to their own Arms, have been 
ruin’d, that is, indeed have ruin’d themfelves: That 
thefe Things confider’d, Regard fhould above all be had 
to the Conftitution of this Republick,which being oblig’d 
te extend its Commerce into all Parts of the World, and 
even more than any other to the moft remote Countries, 
draws upon itfelf the Envy of others, and by its Situa- 
tion is fo plac’d, that feveral of the greateft Powers of 
Europe border upon it, and lie fo near it, that they can 
eafily invade it, whenever it puts its felf out of a Po- 
fture of Defence ; fo that this State by its own Contti- 

tution, 
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tution, ag well with Refpeét to its Commerce, ex- 
tended into foreign Parts, as to its particular Situation, 
befides the common Accidents and Revolutions to which 
all other States are fubje&t, will be always liable fo other 
Accidents and Viciffitudes: It is therefore more furpri- 
zing this State fliould have remain’d in Peace fo many 
Years fuccefively, and longer than ever it had done be- 
fore fince its Eftablifiment, than that it fhould now ap- 
pear threaten’d with an approaching War. That in the 
mean Time it is muchto be lamented, thatin fo great 
an Interval of Peace, fo little Thought fhould be had 
toany War that might enfue, and that it fhould even 
be imagin’d, there would beno more Wars: That thefe 
wrong Notions, and this improvident Condu& have 
created that Perplexity and Danger which the State is 
now in, and which humanly fpeaking, had not exifted, 
had the State been provided with a greater and more fuf- 
ficient Body of Troops for its due Defence. 

That what is above fet forth, is not urged by this Pro- 
vince, from any Motive of Difcontent, or to reproach 
thofe Provinces with which they are in Union, but on- 
ly to fhew that their Noble Mightineffes have formerly 
warn’d thofe other Provinces of all this; and in Hopes it 
may ferve hereafter as a Sea Beacon, to prevent Shipwreck 
another Time on thofe Rocks. That their Noble Migh- 
tineffes taking the Matter now, not as they could wihh it 
were, but as it really is, are of Opinion, that Things 
are not yet gone beyond Redrefs; that the only Means 
to a Re-eftablifhment is, for the Provinces to roufe out 
of the Sleep they have fo long been in, to affift each 
other mutually, and provide before it be top late, with- 
out Delay, and with all their Power, whatever is necef- 
fary for the Defence of the State ; that the refpeftive 
Provinces fhould not only confent to the propofed Aug- 
mentation of the Forces of this State with 9474 Men, 
and fee it duly executed; but fhould likewife cohfent to 
the. remounting of the Dragoons already in the Service 
of the State,and at the fame Time to a further Augmen- 
tation of the Forces, at leaft and provifionally, to the 
making up a Body of 50000 Foot, without reckoning the 
Cavalry and Dragoons, either by new Recruits, or by 
borrowing fome Troops of other Potentates, to be on the 
Pav and under the Dire&tion of the State: That their 
Noble Mightineffes confidering, that much Time will be 
Joft before the Companies already in the Service of the 
State can be recruited, do judge it moff advifable and 
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‘moft for the Safety of this State, that befides the pro- 
pos’d Augmentation of the Forces, a convenient Body 
of foreign Troops fhould be taken forthwith into the 
Service of the State: That their Noble Mightineffes look 
upon this as the principal and only Means to fecure this 
State from imminent invafion, and thereby prevent the 
Ruin of many thoufand Subje&s; and defire their High 
Mightineffes will in the mean Time and without Delay 
order more Forces into this Province, to garrifon the ne- 
ceffary Places and Poftson this Frontier : That their No- 
ble Mightineffes confider, that fuch an Invafion which 
the Enemies of this State may undertake one Day, and 

perhaps fooner than is thought of, and perhaps pene- 
trate into the Heart of the State, would coft the Repub- 
lick much more, befides the Lofs of fo many Subjects, 
and would be more prejudicial than the borrowing a pro- 

per Number of Froops: That fuch an Enterprize can’t 
feem ftrange or impoflible to any one, who will! but re- 

fle&t that this State lies quite open on the Side of the 

Provinces of Gelderland and Overy/fel ; and that the Faci- 

lity and the little Risk there is in an Enterprize, are 

frequent] y Inducements tothe putting it into Execution: 

That befides, this State by borrowing the faid Troops, 

might put itfelf in a Pofture, by the Affiftance of its 

Allies, to defend its juft Rights, and to batlle eafily all At- 

tempts againft them : That their Noble Mightineffes are 

thoroughly perfwaded, that all the refpe&tive Provinces, 

laying afide private Views, and like good Patriots, fet- 

ting only before their Eyes the Prefervation of their dear 

native Country, will eafily be convine’d of the Neceflity 

of this Expedient, and will fettle Funds for the Charge 

of it: And that their Noble Mightineffes are no lefs per- 
fwaded, that the Country, and its Inhabitants, by God’s 

Mercy and Goodnefs, are ftill able enough to furnifh the 

neceffary Funds for their Prefervation. 

That confequently, they muft be anfwerable to God 
tothe prefent Generation, and to Pofterity, who indolent. 
ly let this Country and People perifh, for want of exert- 
ing the neceffary Means againfta Danger with which 
they have been fo long threaten’d beforehand, and of 
which they have been warn’d fo faithfully and earneft- 
ly by the repeated Letters as well of their High Migh- 
tineffes as of the Council of State. That undoubtedly 
the Subjefts, who never refus’d to pay chearfully thei: 
Taxes, how great foever they have been, for the Preferva- 
tion of the Country, will - the Blame on the = 
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Only ; who indeed are bound to be vigilant for the De- 
fence of the State, and to have Regard to that above all 
Things. 

That therefore their Noble Mightineffes hope, that the 
Means above fuggefted for the Defence of the State, will 
be put in Execution, and that befides, Care will be taken 
that the unfurnifh’d Magazines be fill’d, and the Forti- 
fications of the State, and particularly of the Towns and 
Places of this Province put in the beft Condition ; for 
without the neceffary Stores the Forces can be but of Jit- 
tle Ufe: That their Noble Mightinefles expe& the 
Council of State will forthwith draw up a Petition for 
this Purpofe, towhich this Province will not fail to con- 
fent, and to furnifh its Contingent: That their Noble 
Mightineffes, in cafe all this be laid carefully to Heart, 
do hope and truft, That God Almighty, who has fav’d 
thisRepublick fo often and fo wonderfully,when it feem’d 
to be entirely overwhelm’d by the Power and Violence 
of its Enemies, will ftill crown with his Bleffing the 
Means which fhall be cordially exerted for the Preferva- 
tion of our Native Land, and maintain by his Grace this 
Country and its Churches againft all the Devices of their 
Enemies.

Petition of the Council of State for a further Augmentation 
of the Forces with 10304 Men. 


High and Mighty Lords, 

HE Council of State having perceiv’d at Diftance 
T that Storm gathering which now threatens nearer, 
did on feveral Occafions, as well as by the laft general Pe- 
tition, reprefent to your High Mightineffes the unguard- 
ed Condition of the Republick, and the Neceflity of 
putting it without Delay into a better Pofture of De- 
fence, by augmenting your Troops, by ftrengthening and 
furnifhing your Frontiers in due Time, by increafing 
your Naval Force, and by providing whatever elfe may 
be requifite for your Security. 

What Effe&t thefe Reprefentations had, ‘the Council 
will not now obferve ; but feeing the Caufes of Unea- 
finefs and Solicitude multiplying, and on the other Hand 
the Hopes of an Accomodation upon the Grievances of 
the State vanifhing quite away, they did by their Pe- 
tition of the 11th of ‘uly laft, with your High Mighti- 
nefles Approbation, propofe to the United Provinces, 

and 
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and defire, the augmenting the Forces with 9474 Men, 
by Way of Recruits, without promifing more from fuch 
a Reinforcement, than that the State would thereby be 
put into a Pofture to be the lefs apprehenfive of unfore- 
feen Accidents and Surprizes, and not liable to fall into 
the utmoft Diftrefs, as now, upon the Jeaft Motion abroad 
or at Home; adding thereto by the fupplemental Peti- 
tion of the 21ft of laft Month, that in the prefent State 
of Things, the faid Augmentation of the Forces with 
9474 Men, ‘ ought rather to be look’d upon asa Token, 
* that the Provinces began to apprehend the Danger 
* which threaten’d them, than as a fufficient Means, by 
© God’s gracious Proteétion,and with the Afliftance of their 
© Allies, to ward it off. 

And in Fa&t, High and Mighty Lords, can we pro- 
mife ourfelves any thing further, from an Augmenta- 
tion which will but juft make up the Forces 40000 
effeftive Men, from which 12000 mutt be deduéted for 
garrifoning the Places of the Barrier ? Places which in- 
deed are extremely beneficial for the Security of the State 
in the prefent Junture, but which yet do but cover it 
indireétly. 

Wherefore, and becaufe Things have not had a more 
favourable Afpe&t during the Deliberations on the Aug- 
mentation, it had hardly pafs’d into a Refolution, but 
the Council of State thought it their Duty immediately 
to propofe, not only the entring into Concert or clofe 
Counfels with the Allies of the State, which Concert 
muft in the Nature of the Cafe have for its chief View 
and Aim, not only the common Safety, and in particu- 
lar, that of this State, as being the weakeft, and by its 
Situation, the moft in Danger,but likewife (for that End) 
the increafing the Troops of this Republick by a further 
Augmentation to 50000 effe&tive Men, and the putting 
the Frontiers into as good a State of Defence as the Time 
will permit. 

The Council has been the more urgent in this Matter, 
becaufe your High Mightineffes Commifforia! Refolu- 
tion of the 12th Inftant, appointing a Conference with 
Deputies from this Council, for confidering what was 
proper to be done in the prefent Circumflances of Affairs, 
and what Meafures might be fit to be taken for the Se- 
curity of the State, above the Reinforcement of the 
Forces with 9474 Men, which was concluded that Day, 
confirm’d the Council in their Opinion, that the Secu- 
rity of the State in the a3 Junéture, equally ~— 
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red the taking of Meafures with Allies, who are not only 
under Engagements, but have both Means and Inclina- 
tion toaflift the State, and the State’s putting itfelf into as 
good a Poflure of Defence as its prefent enteebled Power 
will permit, excited and animated by threatning Dan- 
ger, and by the difmal Apprehenfion of the Confequences 
which muft enfue from mifling the great Ends propofed by 
its Acceflion to the Treaty of Hanover. 

And fuch was the Effest of the Conference, that your 
High Mightineffes, ly your Refolution of the 22d In- 
fiant, did, among other Things, require the Council to 
form a Petition for a further Augmentation of the Forces 
of the State, and for procuring the. requifite Funds for 
the Fortifications, and for the Magazines of War on the 
Frentiers. 

This further Augmentation, which alone is the Sub- 
je& of this Petition, fhould confift, according to the Pro- 
je&t which your High Mightineffes have been pleafed to 
approve, of 10304 Men, and would make up the Horfe 
4612, and the Dragoons 2400, all mounted, and fit to 
ferve on Horfeback or afoot, and the Infantry 46914 
Men, together 53926, but indeed hardly 50000 if we 
reckon only effettive Men, which is the prefent Confi- 
deration ; for from the 53926 Men, a Deduétion muft be 
made, for the Deficiency in the Troops of the Reparti- 
tion of fome Provinces,which for the general Information 
was mentioned inthe faid Petition of the 11th of Fu/y laft, 
and has fince been made up in Part, but not intirely; 
likewife the Men for the Colony of Surinam ; andall that 
do not carry Arms, though on the Regimental Eftablith- 
—_ ; who are computed in the faid Number of 53926 

en. . 

As to the particular Specification of the faid 10304 Men, 
ata Time when fo much good Management is requifite 
in all Deliberations where the State is concerned, the 
frugal Way of ferving the Country, would incline the 
Council of State to propofe that this further Augmenta- 
tion migMt all be as the former by Recruits, as being the 
leaft expenfive Method; but they fear that fo great a 
Number of Recruits cannot be had, and think it too great 
a Venture to leave a Matter ef fuch Importance to an 
Uncertainty, and fhould it happen to fucceed, “ Then 
“ by fuch numerous Recruits, the old Troops, among 
“* which are already not a few Officers and Soldiers who | 
* never faw an Enemy, would be too much transformed 
* into new. 
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And therefore the Council, having always in their 
Thoughts the bad Condition of the Finances, judge it 
beft to proceed in a middle Way, that is to comprize 
within the faid Augmentation Eight Regiments of Foot, 
making together 4800 Men, to be raifed, or elfe taken 
into Service, or by both thofe Ways, as fhall be found 
moft pratticable. And then the Council reckon the rett 
may be levied by Way of Recruiting ; efpecially fince in 
this, and the former Petition, among the Recruits are 
propofed 480 Scots, and 3000 Swi/s, who come from Coun- 
tries where the Dutch Troops do not recruit themfel ves. 

The faid Recruits to give here aSketch of the propo- 
fed further Augmentatian, is to confift of 512 Horfe, viz. 
22 a Troop for the fix Troops of Guards, and five a 
Troop for the 76 ordinary Troops : By whicl*Means, the 
two Recruitings being put together, the Guards will be 
reinforced with 27, andthe other Horfe with 20a Troop: 
194 Prager, viz. five a Troop for the Regiment of 
Prince William of Heff2, and fix a Troop for the three 
other Regiments; by which the faid frit Regiment of 
Dragoons will be reinforced with 16, and the three o- 
thers with 20a Troop: And 4798 Foot, viz. 39 a Com- 
pany, forthe 12 Companies of Guards, five a Company 
for the 566 ordinary Companies, the Scots therein inclu- 
ded; and 50 a Company for the 30 Companies of Swi/s 
and Grifons ; by which the Guards will be reinforced with 
50, and fo. made up as formerly, 100 a Company, the 
ordinary Companies with 16, and the Swi/s and Gri/ons 
with 100 Men. 

And the Eight Regiments of Foot, which with the 
Recruits are to make up the Augmentation of 10304 
Men, are to confift each of 10 Companies of 60 Men ; con- 
fequently each wil] make a Battalion of 602 Men. 

Befides this, the four Regiments of difmounted Dra- 
goons, which are in the Service of the State, and which, 
according to the forementioned Project, are to confiit for 
the future each of 600 Men, muft conformably to that 
Projeé&t be provided with Horfes, that they may do Ser- 
vice on Foot and on Horfeback ; which wil! be a confi- 
derable, and at the fame Time expenfive Strengthning to 
the Horfe, without weakening the Foot. 

The Charge of executing this Augmentation and Re- 
mounting, an Article which the Council wifh they could 
pafs over, will be 924620 Gulders, viz. the Recruit- 
Money for 512 Horfe, at 90 Rixdollars, 115200 Gulders 5 
for 194 mounted Dragoons, at 65 Rixdollars, 32495 

Gulders ; 
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Gulders; for 3298 Foot, at 25 Rixdollars, 206125 Gul- 
ders; and for 1500 Swi/s and Grifons at 20 Rixdollars, 
75000 Gulders ; together 428820: The Levy Money for 
eight Regiments of 10 Companies of 60 Men each, for 
§3 of each of which Men 25 Rixdollars Levy-Money is 
paid; and confequently for 4240 Men, 265000 Gulders : 
And laftly, the remounting of the Dragoons at 40 Rix- 
dollarsa Horfe, after dedutting the above-mentioned 194 
mounted Dragoons, and 34 Clerks of the Mufters, out 
of the Number of 2536 Horfe, the Sum required for the 
faid four Regiments, is 230800 Gulders. 

But the Council inftead of paffing over this Article, 
as they could wifh, are on the contrary obliged to infift, 
and after the -Experience of flow Confents, followed by 
yet flower and often very deficient Supplies, earneftly 
to requeft, that the United Provinces, weighing the 
prefling Neceflity, the Difficulty of raifing Men, which 
is now greater than ever, and the fhortnefs of the Time, 
will not fatisfy themfelves with fpeedily confenting 
to the forementioned Augmentation and Remounting, 
but will as fpeedily furnifh their Contingents to the 
above required Sum of 924,620 Gulders, how burthen- 
fome foever to them the collefting it may be, that the 
Work may be fet about, the fooner the better, which it 
were to be wifhed had been done Jong ago, that there 
might have been the lefs Reafon to fear, the Officers 
would do their Bufinefs but by halves ; and, indeed, 
the Council of State would not have failed, fome Months 
ago, to have propofed this further Augmentation, ot 
to have included it in their former Petition of the 11th 
of Fuly, had they not then conceived, that an Augmen- 
tation of 19 or 20000 Men, petitioned for at once, 
could not be fo foon nor fo cafily. executed as one of half 
that Number ; and had they not entertained fome Hopes 
that Affairs, though appearing gloomy and confufed, 
might perhaps foon be brought to an Accommodation 5; 
and above all, had they then forefeen, that four whole 
Months would be fpun out before the full Confent to 
the Petition of the 11th of uly would be brought 





in. 
High and Mighty Lords, “tis in vain to regret the 
Time paft, but the Council hope, that the Confideration 
of what has thereby in feveral Refpeéts been loft, will 
ferve for a Motive and Incitement to the Provinces to 
redouble their Zeal, and apply with the greater Dili- 
gence to the making the beft Ufe of the Time, which 
God 
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God in his long Sufferance feems yet to afford them, 
for providing what is neceflary tor their Defence, their 
Safety, and (why fhould we not add) their Peace ; in- 
ftead of contenting themfelves with fruitlefs Delibera- 
tions, and perhaps flattering themfelves with vain, or at 
beft, uncertain Hopes, or being loath to ftruggle with 
Difficulties, which are indeed great in themfelves, but 
not to be put in Comparifon with the Dangers which 
hang over the Head of the State. 

For (and thus the Council will clofe this Petition) it 
becomes more and more apparent, that the State muft, 
with the Help of its Friends, fecure itfelf againft the 
vaftly extended Defigns of Powers who have put all Eu- 
rope into Motion, under pretence of precautioning them- 
felves againft a Treaty which is meerly Defenfive, and 
who, had they nothing worfe in View, have at leaft 
openly attempted to fubvert a Treaty which is the 
Foundation of the Freedom of this State, and not only, 
in the Beginning of the prefent Difputes, undermined 
one of the principal Branches of itsCommerce, which 
is the Bafis of its Welfare, nay, of its Exiftence, but its 
Commerce in general, as is but too evident from the 
Treaties relating toCommerce, which have been con- 
cluded fince the granting of the known Patent for efla- 
blifhing a Company, and from Obftru&tions which the 
trading Subjeéts of the State meet with from feveral 
Quarters. 

So that it feems, Men mutt be blind, or of Opinion, 
that it is better for the State to ftand the Risk, either of 
being invaded, or, if it be imagined no Invafion is to 
be feared, if the State will give up the Ends propofed 
by the Treaty of Hanover and by their Acceflion to it, 
of lofing, Time after Time, and by Degrees, the in- 
valuable Pledges and Securities of their Freedom of Com- 
merce ; or elfe they mutt deem it neceflary, in the pre- 
fent Jun&ture of Affairs, to exert the utmoft Endea- 
vours to defend and maintain the fame at all Hazard 
and Expence of Blood and Treafure, and confequently 
to confent to this and other Petitions tending to that 
End, with fuch Readinefs, and furnifh the refpeftive 
Contingents with fuch Expedition, that it may be there- 
by apparent to thofe who mean well, and to thofe who 
mean ill, to this State, that it is by no Means difpo- 
fed, how low foever its Finances are, to let itfelf be 
deprived without Refiftance, and, as the common fay- 
ing is, with folded Arms, of its dearly acquired nian 
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and Privileges, but is determined to the contrary, ho- 
Ping their Refolution, fupported by the Affiftance of 
powerful Allies, will be the Means, under God, to 
prevent their Ruin, and perhaps to bring Things ftill to 
an Accommodation.

Stockholm, May 11. O. S. Sir Charles Wager, with the 
Britifh Squadron under his Command, failed from Copen- 
hagen the 2d Inftant, and on the 6th came to an Anchor at 
Elfenabb near this Place. The 8th Sir Charles Wager came 
to Town, and Yefterday had Audience of the King of 
Sweden, in the Prefence of feveral of the Senators, be- 
ing introduced by Mr. Poyntz, the British Envoy Extra- 
ordinary Plenipotentiary, and delivered a Letter from 
the King his Mafter, to his Swedifh Majefty ; by whom 
he was very gracioufly received, and afterwards had the 
Honour, together with Mr. Poyntz, to dine with his 
Majetty. 

Stockholm, May 18. O. S. On the 14th Inftant in the 
Evening, Sir Charles Wager returned on Board the Britifh 
Squadron at Elfenabd, having been entertained at Dinner 
by their Swedifh Majefties on the 1toth 3 by Count Horn 
on the riths by Count Gyllenbourgh on the 13th ; and by 
the Count de Brancas, the French Minifter, on the 14th. 
Mr. Poyntz, and the Count de Brancas, accompanied him 
on Board that Night, and dined there the next Day with 
fome Perfons of Diftin&tion from the Court, who came 
to pay their Refpests tohim. Sir Charles Wager will put 
to Sea from Elfenabb the firft fair Wind.

Sir Charles has fent to the 
Danif/h Squadron (now at Bornholm) not to joyn him, The 
Men on Board our Squadron are in good Health. 


Extratt of a Letter from on Board the Diamond Man of War, 
in\the Bay of Honduras, dated March 5. 


iP our Way from ‘famaica to the Bay, we met with a 
Pirate-Sloop of four Guns among the Rattan Iflands, 
whom we took ; the Crew gave us an Account of a large 
Pirate Sloop of eight Guns and twenty feven Men, one 
Cooper, Matter, whom they had parted from two Days 
before ; upon which we fitted out our Sloop, put 50 Men 
in her, and went in queft of the other, and took her: On 
Boarding her they blew up their Cabin, which did us the 
moft Mifchief, killing one Man, and wounding twelve, 
and we killed them four, and wounded twelve. The 
Pirates called their Sloop the Night-Ramble; we fitted her 
for Cruizing, and have taken by her one Shipton, a noto- 
rious Pirate, and five Men of Sprigg’s Crew 5 we had 
taken Sprigg if the Night had not favoured him. The 
Day following we met with that vile Pirate Lowe, ina 
Periagua, and fhould have taken him, had we not by 
Accident \oft our Canoe.

ULY 11. The Prefion fpoke with the Ship Emperor 

and Catharine of Amfterdam, two Days from Peter/- 
burgh, who gave the following Account, That there were 
fifteen Men of War, two Bombs, two Flags, and a Com- 
madore at Cronflot, and two Frigates cruizing off Hog- 
land ; about thtece Weeks ago they talked much of coming 
to Revel. The Czarina is ftill at Petersbourg, and no 
Talk of her leaving that Place. At Cronflot and Peterf- 
dourg are many Soldiers, and all over the Country, but 
he knows not how many, nor hears of any Troops march- 
ing, or to be tranfported. 

The 12th. Spoke with the Speedwell, an Englifh Ship, 
two Days from Petersbourg, The Mafter fays, That the 
Czarina’s Fleet of eighteen Sail, lay ready, and has done 
fo for thefe feven Weeks, but believes they will go no 
further than Cronflot. Fourteen Days fince they were 
fitting their Gallies in a great Hurry, but fince that they 
are all ftopt, and all Things feem peaceable and quiet, 
and no Talk of coming toRevel. A Paffenger on Board faid, 
That the Englifh Merchants are very well received, and 
every Body very eafie; that the Ruffians are very much 
afraid of the Englifh Fleet, infomuch that they have 
mounted One Hundred Guns or more about Cronflot, and 
that a Man belonging to one of the Guardfhips told them, 
That two Men are kept at each Maft-head of their 
Ships, and two Centinels are placed over the Cables 
with broad Axes in their Hands, to cut them upon the 
firft Approach of our Fleet ; that two of their eighty 
Gun Ships are repairing, but are fo bad that they will 
not bear heaving down; that the Prahms are moor’d 
Head and Stern, ready to receive any Body coming in, 
A Fortnight ago there was great Lightning at Cronflot, 
which fhivered the Rear-Admiral of the Blue’s Mait, 
from the Fore-Top-Gallant-Maft, down to the Slept of 
the Fore-Maft, killed five Men, and wounded thirty more, 
fo that fhe was hawled into the Harbour, , 
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Fuly 12. The Matter of the Pheafant of London, in three 

ys from Peters bourz, adds, That he believes there are 
200 Gallies at Petersbourg and Cronflot ; but the Talk was 
that they are fo fearful of the Engli/h Fleet, that they have 
Jaid Cables at the Mouth of the Haven, with Capflones on 
each Side, to heave thwart in the Nature of a Boom.

Before he came the Length 
of St. Andero, with which he ftood in as near as he judg- 
ed convenient the 1{t Inftant, he detached the Lord Forbes 
in the Canterbury, with the Cruizer-Sloop, to put an Off- 
cer athore with a Letter to the Commander in Chief 
there, and bring him off again. In the mean Time, Sir 
John Jennings with the reft of the Squadron, made for 
the Bay of St. Antonio, where the Lord Forbes joyned 
him, and there the Squadron came toan Anchor on the 
3d. Upon our coming in, the Spaniards fired a few Shot 
at the foremoft Ships, but the Commanding Officer of 
the Place excufed it in the beft Manner he could, to the 
Oficer whom Sir ohn fent immediately afhore. There 
were but two Spani/h Ships of War at St. Andero, of fixty 
or feventy Guns each. Ali the Regular Troops that 
could be drawn to the Coaft, from St. Sebaftian quite to 
the Groyne, were about Three thoufand Men, and upen 
Notice of our coming, pofted themfelves moftly at St. 
Andero, and St. Antonio, and by all Reports they were 
in a bad Condition. Sir ‘John ‘Jennings with his Squa- 
dron, came off the Groyne the 8th Inftant.
